Summary of Pews from the Far Cast 


WRECK OF THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S STEAMER 
MALABAR—CAPT. GRAINGER. 

The Malabar had completed her lading of treasure, mails, 
cargo, and passengers for Singapore and Hong Kong, which left 
this on the 26th April, when she parted her cables and went on 
shore in Galle harbour. The passengers are saved; the mails 
in part only, and the treasure, amounting to £282,307, it 
is expected will be recovered by divers. About 700 
chests of opium were on board. Of this sum ‘about 
‘£100,000 was on Government account for Hong Kong, and 
£14,000 for the French Government. The Malabar was a 
screw steamer of 1,080 tons and 200 horse-power, and: her 
value is estimated at about £80,000, which will fall on the 
P. and O. Company if she proves a total loss. The passengers

THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 

No communication of a pacific nature has been received from 
the Chinese Government. Preparations continue for defending 
the Peiho, and the Mandarins are pressing the malo population 
into the army. 

The leading incident connected with the expedition rcported 
by the present mail, is the occupation of Chusan by the allied 
troops, which was effected without any resistance, on the 21st 
April. Sir Hope Grant was present, and proceeded afterwards 
to Hong Kong, where General Mitchell was awaiting him. 
General Napicr has charge of the troops on the Kow-loong side. 
It was not announced when the forces would move forward tu the 
Peiho ; it appears the Allied Commanders were waiting for tho 
Earl of Elgin and Baron Gros, and would be very much inc.n- 
venienced by their detention caused by the wreck of the 
Malabar. 

The troops quartered at Chusan were the 67th and 99th 
Regiments, and about 400 marines, artillery, &., besides the fui- 
lowing men of war, &., Jinperieuse, Pearl, Scout, Roebuck, Opossur, 
Slaney, Kestrel, Woodcock, Granada, Adventure, W.LM. Du Chaylu, 
Alarme, Mitraille, Dragonne, Saigon. Troop aud storc-sirips 
Tasmania, Cressy, Octavia, Mars, Walmer Castle, and Gamecoct:, 

The steamer Mauritius had arrived from London with stores 
and ammunition after a passage of nearly four months, aud the 
remaining portion of the B.N.I. from India. The following in- 
terprcters have been attached to the expedition, in addition t 
Messrs, Wacle and Lay, Mr, M. ©, Morrison, Acting Consul a> 
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Amoy ; Mr. Morgan, Assistant Chinese Secretary ; Mr. Swinhoe, 
Interpreter at Amoy; Mr. Hughes, at Ningpo, and Messrs. 
Gibson and Davenport, students, 

The China Mail has the following comments on the coming 
war :—“ It will be very extraordinary if hostilities do commence, 
when all the parties concerned are averse to them, when the 
people of England, the Government of England, the people of 
China, and the Government of China, are all alike anxious for 
peace ; and should war ensue, the plenipotentiaries and com- 
manders concerned will find, as Mr. Bruce has already done, that 
the responsibility of it will fall on their shoulders, whatever the 
letter of their instructions may be. The sight now presented on 
the coast of China is one which cannot fail to arrest the atten- 
tion of the most careless observer. Here are thirty thousand 
troops, fully equipped with all the most destructive weapons of 
modern warfare, from two of the most powerful nations of 
Europe, about to make war upon the oldest Empire in the 
world. It is most proper to inquire what is the cause of this 
expensive expedition. Passing by matters of less importance, 
two are prominent. In 1858, under the pressure of military force, 
some provisions were inserted in the treaties with China that 
are very objectionable to the Government and people, and of 
these a modification was subsequently promised by Lord Elgin. 
In 1859, in the attempt to exchange the ratified treatics, a most 
unfortunate collision occurred, in which the British forces were 
defeated with great loss. By some it is regarded as essential, 
in order that negotiations may be resumed, that the untoward 
events of 1859 should be adjusted. Military pride burns to 
revenge this repulse of British arms and to restore British pres- 
tige ; diplomacy is attempting to adjust the difficulty without a 
recourse to arms, It may be worthy of consideration whether 
diplomacy may not go behind that point, and endeavour to re- 
move the cause of the difficulty, 

As the accounts from various correspondents differ somewhat 
owing to the excitement current,{we append another connected 
account just received, which is from a reliable correspondent, and 
gives the best resume, It is dated Hong Kong, or the latest 
date, 7th May :— 

“The whole of the vessels from England have, ar- 
rived here now, except the gunboats Huvoc, Hardy, Grass- 
hopper, and Flamer. The troops also have all arrived, with the 
exception of the head quarters of the 87th Royal Irish, who 
have been expected here some days, as they have passed Singa- 
pore; and the four troops of Dragoon Guards who have not yet 
been heard of. Two companies of the 44th and the 19th 
Punjaub Regiment left yesterday in the Sir R. Napier, to take 
possession of Kintang, an island at the back of Chusan. The 
87th relieve the 3rd Buffs at Canton, to remain there ; the whole 
of the other troops have to go North, with the exception of a 
detachment from each regiment, who remain here to garrison 
Hong Kong. Most of the troops are encamped on the Kow-loong 
shore, in tents, with the exception of the 60th Rifles, who are 
in barracks over at Stanley, and the Ist Royals. There wasa 
review at Kow-loong on the 30th, and another for cavalry only 
on the 6th May; the troops looked all well, and in good spirits. 
We are all ready to start, and I believe only waiting the arrival 
of Lord Elgin, when we shall move onwards. All the arrange- 
ments seem admirable, with regard to the transport, embarking 
troops, &e. Tho Admiral works night and day, doing everything 
himsclf. The Encounter left to-day for Shanghai, to hire fifty 
junks to take up to Peiho, for some purpose not known, The 
report is here that more troops have been sent for from India. 

No one knows anything for certain, as all is kept so close. 
A naval brigade is to be formed, and Capt. McCleverty is to 
command it, but no one knows anything more about it es yet, 
except that we have all drawn tents for our men by orders. 

We observe the Jmperatrize from Suez, with the Armstrong 
guns, &c., arrived at Singapore on the 7th May, en rowe for 
Tlong Kong, and sailed on the 9th with the gunboat Hardy in 
tow. The Encounter, Weasel, Bouncer, and Grasshopper were at 
Batavia on 20th April, bound for Hong Kong. 


JAPAN, 

There is no confirmation of the report announced in the 
daily papers of the assassination of the Emperor, alluded to 
elsewhere ; but the latest dates by this opportunity are up to 
10th April, while those reported through San Francisco are to 
23rd April. “ 





CHINA. 
. SHANGHAL 
The mail of 10th March hatl not arrived when the present 


mail left on 28th April. Everything is at a stand, politically 
and commercially. Nothing has emanated from Mr. Bruce, who 
no doubt holds back for Lord Elgin ; but in doing so, or rather 
the Allied Commanders, the proper moment for operations on 
the Peiho will be lost. 

NINGPO. 

The notorious Lorcha commanders of this place have had a 
deadly feud, and one of their number, an Englishman, named 
Daniel Fergusson, has been murdered by three Frenchmen. 
Thero is nothing new reported in connection with the rebels 
noticed in our last. Hang-chow seems to have recovered from 
the late investment of these banditti. 

FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

A considerable number of troops are in and about the city 
The authorities having received information that the rebels had 
been put down in the Chih-Kiang province, many of the troops 
that had arrived here for despatch to Hangchow, or for distri- 
bution in the upper parts, have been detained, while some have 
been sevt back to their previous destinations, 

The Rickard Busteed (American) left here on the 20th of 
April, for Shanghai, with timber and army contractors on 
board, to build barracks at Chusan, 

BWATOW. 

The coolie business for the present has been put a atop to, 
so that there arejno horrors to advise under that head. Clan 
fights continue to prevail to a sad extent, further illustrating 
the utter disorganization of the Government. Two villages 
Ho-Po and Sua-Po are at war with each other, killing and im- 
prisoning one another whenever an opportunity occurs, There 
is a small village near the Cape of Good Hope called To-Po, 
the people of which have the same family name as those at 
Sua-Po, About 12th inst. four armed boats from Ho Po 
landed some sixty men near To-Po, and seized fourteen of the 
villagers of the latter, killing one on the spot and holding the 
vemainder to ransom. Houses were plundered, pigs, poultry, 
furniture, and cash were misappropriated. The following day 
the wives of those who had been captured, implored the man- 
darin to interfere, but as there was no money forthcoming, he 
declined the required redress. Under such a state of affairs, it 
can hardly be wondered at that thieyes abound to an alarming 
extent. Two doors have been carried away bodily from the 
houses of foreign missionaries, and pawned for one hundred 
and eighty cash each. . 

Rice is very high, and the poor are suffering great privations. 
The wheat and sugar crops have been gathered in and give a 
good yield, but rain is much wanted for the paddy fields, 

Regarding Custom-house matters, a duty of thirty taels has 
been imposed on opium, which the dealers resist the payment 
of, The receiving ships, to evade this levy, threaten to remove 
outside, probably to Gua-Sua Creek. 

HONG KONG. 

The London Mails of the 26th March have not yet arrived, 
but are hourly expected, being out 42 days. The Earl of Elgin 
is expected by it. 7 

Notwithstanding the movement of the forces to the North it 
is still thought that our demonstrations will end on reaching 
the Peiho, there certainly seems some hesitation to “move on,” 
as the Times stated of the expedition under Admiral Seymour. 
Of Admiral Hope there is every good opinion, and his second it 
is considered only necessary to put him at the work to ensure 
success, 

The Hong Kong Club feud has not settled down, and it is 
perhaps correct to say that the managing committee have lost 
sight of the objects for which it was founded, and so has laid 
itself open to animadversions which, however they might be 
entertained, would probably not be publicly expressed if it par- 
took only of the character of a private institution, 

The China Mail on the camp at Kow-loong has the following = 
—The camp on the Kow-loong peninsula, where there are now 
some thousands of troops, is an object of general attraction, 
though the Chinese profess not to think much of it, and openly 
state their opinion that it will never return from the North. 
Judging by a camp of Chinese troops, and ignorant of the power 
which our superior arms and organisation afford, it is no wonder 
that the display of force on the Kow-loong shore appears very 
small to their eyes. The troops were reviewed the other even- 
ing, or rather they passed before the General, and afterwards 
the Sikh horse went through some of its exercises, Major Probyn 
especially distinguishing himself by his skill in the use of the 
spear. These splendid irregulars of India are among the finest, 
troops in the world ; and their officers command them so easily 
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only because they are chieftains rather than mechanical officers, 
and lead even more than order. It is not improbable that every- 
one of these Sikhs who goes back to the Punjaub will become 
there a centre of democratic and rebellious ideas, There was 
some practice with the Armstrong guns yesterday afternoon at 
cask and flag about three miles off, and not far from Stone- 
cutter’s Island. The balls all fell short, and the results were not 
80 surprising as the accounts in the home papers would lead one 
to expect. Should the artillerymen happen to hit any of the 
Chinese boats sailing about, they need be under no apprehension. 
All they have got to do is to say that the boats were pirate 
boats, and to get the Hong Kong Government to indorse the 
statement in the Gazette.” : 

A petition from the citizens of San Francisco (which has not 
appeared in the New York papers) has been presented to the 
Assembly of California. It represents that the system of 
coolicism in existence in that State works not only injuriously 
to the interests of the white labourer, but it is actually an in- 
fraction of that portion of the constitution of California which 
declares it a Free State. It states further that the greater por- 
tion of the Chinese population there are held by a superior 
rank of their own people in a state of servitude, and that in 
consequence thereof the masters are enabled to bring their 
slaves into competition with their own working classes. We 
learn from this petition that coolies can be hired in that city at 
from 76 cents, to 1 dollar per day without board. The Chinese 
emigrants to California are much superior to Chineso coolies ; 
most of them are very respectable men, shopkeepers, artificers, 
and farmers, who pay theirown passage, and are perhaps, on 
the whole, not inferior to the run of emigrants from England 
and Ireland to the United States and Australia. 

We have received @ pamphlet published by Mr. Caldwell, 
which enters into the question between him and Mr. Anstoy, 
and in which Mr, Tarrant—who is still in the debtors’ jail—is 
included. He has published a reply, and we must reserve a 
further notice until our next. 

Mr. Locke, connected with the P, and O. Company, has 
arrived, on a tour of inspection. 

The trial of Caldwell v, Murrow was to come off on the 22nd 
May. 

Subscriptions were being collected for the Chinese Found- 
ling Hospital, for the purpose of erecting a new bnilding by the 
principal, Mr. J, L, Dadendorff. 


CANTON. 

The rebellion is reported to be at an end by the interposition 
of an old chief, who was bought over by the Imperialist Go- 
vernor. It is announced, in confirmation, that large numbers of 
men have been seeking employ, and been engaged on the site 
at Shameen now clearing for the new foreign factories, 

The terms said to have been offered to these gentry area 
blue button and rank of Too-sze or Major to Chin-King-Kang ; 
crystal buttons and the rank of Show-pei, or Captain, to each 
of the other four; and a sum of thirty thousand taels is to be 
distributed amongst the entire band. The main body is to re- 
ceive a grant of unoccupied land; and the immediate followers 
of each chief, some eight or ten hundred men in all, are to be 
considered and paid as Imperial soldiers. One strange and 
somewhat inexplicable part of the offer is, to provide a place of 
residenco for the women on Honan. 

Traders anticipate a good year’s business, and if these rebels 
do really come to terms, there is no reason, save one, why the 
anticipation should not prove correct. That one reason is, that 
Laou might be tempted to create a diversion in this quarter, in 
the event of an expedition to the North ; for with the country 
rid of these rebels, he will have a very large forco at hand 
available for any use that may suggest itself, and to that force 
the rebels themselves would be a very formidable addition. 
However, the city and suburbs of Canton remain quiet, all the 
shops are open, the streets are crowded, and confidence seems 
on all hands to prevail. 

Rice has become more abundant, and the price fallen almost 
to ordinary rates, 

The two millions of dollars said to be received by the French 
Government from the Chinese turns out to be a hoax. 

With regard tothecoolietrade to the Havana,it isnot yetknown 
if the pressure which the dealers have brought to bear upon the 
Canton commissioners, with the view of extending the emigra- 
tion during the summer months, has been successful or not. 
The trade still flourishes under the auspices of How-e-tow-bay. 
One of the P, and O, steamers, on her passage down a few days 





since, actually witnessed an attack, within sight of the Spanish 
receiving ship, of pirates on some trading vessel, the object 
clearly being to kidnap the crew. 


PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

The French ship Z’Ewrope, on her passage from Cochin China 
to this place with nearly 300 troops on board, was wrecked on 
the Triton Reef. After remaining fourteen days on the reef, & 
young lieut. of marines, Senor Arcguistvin, volunteered to put 
off in a boat to Saigon, a distance of 160 leagues. Ie suc- 
ceeded in reaching there, and, through his gallant conduct, the 
whole of the passengers were rescued. A splendid ball has 
been given at the Casino by the garrison to the heroic officer 
and the corps. It is intended to present him with a testimo- 
nial; and a subscription is on foot with that object. The 
French captain had previously made a desperate but ineffectual 
attempt to rescue them. 

HMSS. Snake, towing the tender Touz, has arrived from 
Sarawak. She will sail in a day or two for Hong Kong. ; 

The surgeon of a regiment and an officer have fought a duel 
with revolvers, The provocation was on the part of the officer, 
who has died from a shot in the abdomen. 


COCIIIN CHINA. 

We have received the following additional particulars on the 
attack on British vessels alluded to in our last :— 

It seems that tho transports Winifred, Forerunner, Elizabeth, 
and Zulicka, left Singapore in tow of her Majesty’s steamers 
Centaur and Magicienne, The steamers took the transports into 
Quinhone Bay (which is in Cochin China'about half way between 
Saigon and Turon), for the purpose of filling up coals out of 
them. The narrative we have been favoured with is rather in- 
distinct, but as the Centaur took no part in the brush, and as 
only two transports areZmentioned as having been present, we 
presume the Magicienne, Zuleika, and Elizabeth were the only 
ships in the bay at the time of the occurrence. The comman- 
ders of these two transports last named, with some artillery 
officers, took a sail, for pleasure we presume, each commander 
in his own cutter. They were suddenly fired upon from a bat- 
tery which appeared to mount sixteen guns. The first shot 
passed over the boats, on which they put about and returned 
the way they came, only a little faster. The battery fired five 
shots subsequently notwithstanding. The practice would seem 
to have been by no means contemptible ; for the Zulicka’s boat, 
which had more Zuropeans in than the Elizabeth's, was evidently 
singled out as a mark, and such was the precision of the aim 
that some of the shots fell within a few fect from her, 
The day following, the Magicienne steamed abreast of the fort 
with a flag of truce flying, and sent a boat on shore, also under 
a flag of truce, to open a parley, The officer in charge of the 
boat landed and approached to within one hundred yards from 
tho fort, when, being fired at with gingalls, he retrcated. The 
Magicienne then opened fire at 1,000 yards distance with shot 
and shell, which was feebly replied to at first by four or five 
harmless shots, and which was continued for about one hour, 
thereby inflicting material injury on the structure generally. 
Some of the shells burst inside the fort, and must have done 
considerable damage. 








SIAM. 
BANKOK, 

A correspondent from this place gives the following narrative, 
which we gladly reprint from our Singapore contemporary, the 
Standard, as intelligence of the manners and customs at that 
place is difficult to obtain :-— 

“The bath and the breeze are blessings of Bankok, and it is 
astonishing to think what lively people a few days fine blowy 
weather has made us. The Siamese seem only to appreciate 
the windy weather for the amusement of kite-flying. Kites of 
all shapes and sizes are darting and dancing above the city ; at 
times they are fastened to boats, and may be seen whipping 
them along the river at railway speed ; the greatest excitement 
prevails among the Siamese when kites entangle and combat in 
the air, and betting on this sport is said to run high. The 
ruinous condition of public works in Siam show great apathy in 
its Government ; the roads are a reproach, the bridges are 
jeopardies, and it may be said there is no drainage at all. The 
kings are wise and skilful enough to calculate eclipses, but not- 
withstanding they suffer their subjects to continue in sloth and 
ignorance and gaming, that curse of all countries is a licensed 
toleration in Siam, ‘The scenes of squalor in Bankok outdo St. 
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iles’ or Spitatficlds, but owing to the simplicity of the native 
ae sad the constant warmth of the weather, it may be 
truly said that real poverty does not exist among the Siamese. 
The Siamese matrimonial engagements are very simple, and the 
white population scem to like their convenience. The Siamese 
army—male and female, is the most innocent and ludicrous turn- 
out that can be imagined ; the soldier-wenches are uniformed in 
red flannel sacks open at both ends for ventilation, and girt at 
the middle to keep their powder-pouches dry. To see them scam- 
pering along or squatting together nursing old rusty match-locks 
instead of babies, begets spontancous burst of derisive laughter. 
Our city watchmen keep up an incessant shouting throughout 
the night ; it is very stupid to allow this, for it is not ouly a 
breach of the peace, but gives thieves a timely notice of their 
approach; but many are of opinion here that these nocturnal 
guardians and night robbers are identical. A melancholy 
occurrence happened here. Mr. Wigley, the engineer and 
master of the Royal Mint, lately arrived at Bankok from Eng- 
Jand, had gone to the door of his floating-house to order a boat 
away, when he unfortunately overstepped a narrow platform 
and fell into the dark rolling waters of the Chow Phya and was 
drowned ; his body was recovered and interred two days after 
this sad event occurred. 

“There is quite a dearth of engineering talent here at present ; 
the Government engineers lately threw up their agreements and 
left the country, It would seem that the Siamese are not so 
faithful to their engagements as Fulsuff was to Ford's wife, 
neither can so much be said for Siamese morality as can be 
read in praise of the exemplary ethics of the ‘Merry Wives of 
Windsor’ The Protestaut missions at Bankok are not attended 
with success : whether this be owing to any want of energy in 
their undertakings it is difficult to say. A great many con- 
verts, however, are being made to the Roman Catholic faith ; 
thereare five churchesof this kind in Bankok,and others in various 
parts of the country, but not one public place for Protestant 
worship can be found within the kingdom. These facts tell more 
than a multitude of words could do about the energy and apathy 
of the two churches. The Siamese are not quite so merciful to 
the canine species as the Japanese, but still they have sym- 
pathy enough to keep them from killing the worst and ugliest, 
of the breed ; when this nuisance swarms to intoleration, some 
neighbouring noblemen pay for the capture and banishment of 
the ‘barkers’ to the opposite side of the river.

HR, TARRANT IN THE DEBTORS GAOL AT HONG 
Korea, 


‘We have been favoured with the perusal of a letter received 
from Mr. Tarrant by last mail, which, as it contains many expla- 
anatory points in his case which we have hitherto been unable 
to lay before our readers, we gladly avail ourselves of the per- 
mission to publish the same. 


It appears that, notwithstanding the applications made by Mr. 
Tarrant to the Governor of Hong Kong on the subject of his con- 
finemént in the Debtors’ Gaol for the costs in the suit of Colonel Cine, 
the Duke of Newenstle, her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, has not been officinlly informed of the same by the Hong Kong 
Government. In a despatch on the case, aigned by Mr. Fortescue on behalf 
of the Duke, dated June 21st, he says: “ His Grace has not yet received any 
despatch from the Governor of Hong Kong respecting the complaint forward: d 
to this office by Mr, Tarrant. His Grace has no reason to doubt that the 
Governor would exercise a proper discretion on the subject of Mr. Tarrant’s 
complaints, but will be prepared to addre-s a despatch to the Governor, re- 
calling his attention to the case.” It does most certainly appear to us that 
the Hong Kong Government were bound to make a report of the same 
to the Home Government, and their omission to de go looks, at least, 
‘Unjust and spiteful. The following is the letter: — 

“ T have been a good deal put out by the petty conduct of the court, or, 
properly speaking, I should say of Acting Judge Adams. Kingsmill, the 
Acting Attorney-General, to whom I paid $50 for opinions on the point, 
believed that as the court had refused my appeal, the Governor of the colony, 
representing the Queen, could do the needful, and, receiving my petition to 
sthe Queen in Privy Council, admit me to bail. But at an Executive Coun- 
cil (of which the judge is a member) it was, J believe, determined that the 
Governor could do nought in the matter ; and upon that Kingsmill advised 
me to apply to the registrar to forward on the necessary documents. This 
application I made, but was told they could not be forwarded till I had the 
consent of the Queen to appeal, That, as the taxed costs were under £500, 
it was doubtful whether the appeal would be allowed, &c. I then wrote 
and asked for attested copies of the necessary papers ; but I am again put 
off in a most contemptible note received last night from the judge's clerk. 
However, I am determined to have them, and to-day, if I keep well, shall 
write agnin, As regards the quibble of amount, thatcan easily enough be 
got over, even if it would be started by the registrar at Whitehall. The bill 
originally, at the Government exchange of 4s. 2d. per dollar, was £657 12s, 
At the Bank rate of 48, 6d. it would be £710 4s. ; reduced on taxation to 
$2,331 at 45. 2d., it is £485 12s. 6d. it is £523 188. Again 
reduced on review to $2,263 at 4s. 2d., it is £471 9s.; at 4s. 6d. it is 
£609 33. The day before yesterday I wrote to Sir Hercules Robinson 
direct, pointing out the contrast between this bill of costs and that rendered 
by my brother, when the Government action against me in 1858—‘the 
Hong Kong Government Corruption’ action—was upset. That bill was 
enly ¢8444, and they taxed off $98, s0 allowing $750}. In that bill, 
again, Chisholm Anstey'’s fees—the action, with four sittings of court, ex- 
tending over eighty-four days—were charged at $595. They struck off £95 
and only allowed Lim $500. In this action, on the contrary, the fecs 
allowed to counsel—the action from date of libellous article to trial extend- 
ing over twenty-five days only—amount to $1,898. 

“Can you conceive auch monstrosity ? It is quite impossible to find out on 
what principle the registrar reviews bills of costs, For the first day of trial 
alone the registrar allowed Bridges and Pollard, as counsel, $593,34— 
mre than in the previous years trial they allowed Chisholm Anstey 
altogether,

“Tree Mr. Fortescue, replying to Mr. James, identifies me with the gene- 
rality of libellers here. With as much justice might we condemn the press 
in toto as for the fault of one bad writer. But on this point I will send you 
next mail an extract from a letter I wrote to Sir Hercules, when in the 
criminal gacl, as regards the corruption admitted by Sir John Bowring to 
exist. All I say is, let Government appoint me a working member of a 
committee to rectify Rotten-row, alias Downing-street, and I'd precious goon 
stop extortion in Hong Kong, or any other British colony.” 








THE KEY TO THE ELGIN-SEYMOUR CONTROVERSY. 
(To the Riitor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1n,—The battle royal between Elgin and Seymour -was an extraordinary 
item in Parliamentary proceedings. I agree with you that Lord Elgin was 
decidedly wrong ; and yet I have not a particle of doubt but he acted most 
conscientiously, and as he believed. My opinion of the matter is this. In 
his Lordship's enite were several Foreign-office “ young men,” and if you 
could get an insight to the archives of Downing-street, you would find piles 
of complaints by plenipotentiaries of the difficulty they have had to induce 
admirals and generals to do just as they, the said Plenipos, wished. You 
would find Sir Henry Pottinger complaining of Parker and Gough, Sir 
John Bowring of Admiral Sterling, and now we have Elgin on Seymour. 
But whether, after this affair, it would be pradent to give greater power to 
plenipotentiaries in their relations with admirals and generals, is, I think, 
very doubtful. In some cases the Plenipos are right—in others the Execu- 
tive officers; but taken all in all, I do believe it is best to let matters 
stand as they are. We have but one commen end, namely, naval and mi- 
liary renown ; and no concession should be made to diplomacy which 
would jeopardise that end for an instant. But I will give you a few 
instances of these disagreements, which have come under my personal ob- 
servation. Firs', there was the Chinhae affair in 1841. Chinhae, as you 
know, commands the entrance ot Ningpo river, and it was taken only after 
the most obstinate defe:ce in China warfare. But after it was in our pos 
session, our troops and boats remaiued three days before they sturied for 
Ningpo. Just fancy such a thing as even one day's delay, and wild enough, 
I can assure you, was the passionate Ambassador, Sir Henry Pottinger. 
Malcolm, Woosnam, Bimslie, and others, who were there with Sir Henry, 
could tell a curious story were they “Oliphant-ish.” In that Chinhae 
affair the diplomatist was right. 

Then we had the notorious fracas between Sir John Bowring and 
Admiral Sterling in 1854, in respect to the rebel blockade of Canton and 
the Admiral’s visit to Japan. ‘There, the diplomatist was wrong, Dear 
me, what a heap of misery should we have avoided had the rebels got 
Possession of Canton that time, and it must come to that soon; indeed, the 
very moment we evacuate, for the rebels are in huge force all round. 

Even Sir Michael Seymour's compliance with Sir John Bowring'’s Canton 
attack, in re the Arrow, was altogether wrong. Had Sir Micl:acl been 
allowed to use his own excellent judgment, I am sure he would have thought 
a good many times more than he did before he fired a shot at the Viceroy’s 
Yamun. Sir Michael really knew no more why He had “ raised all that 
dust” than I can institute a comparison. In a word, he was the instru- 
ment of Bowring in his vain wrongheadedness, and no more. Sir Michael 
soon learned his position, and we had no more diplomatic coercion after that. 
And, perhaps, to this very circumstance we may attribute any asperity 
which may have been exhibited towards Sir John's successor in the 
diplomacy. soe 

In this matter of Elgin’s requisition for gun-boats at such an early period 
of the year the Earl was wrong. Even admitting his conclusions that an 
earlier display of force would have effected certain things—most assuredly, 
after what we had done with Canton, it would never have effected what the 
capture of the forts effected. The only thing to be regretted is that Sir 
Michael did not at once say to Lord Elgin, “ My lord, in asking me to send 
a fleet to that point at this period of the year, you ask me to perform a most 
ditticult service. Between the ending of February. ard ending 0! May the 
waters in the northern parts of the China sea are irr sucha disturbed, whirl- 
pool state, that the very oldest navigators are often’ put to fault. Added to 
this is the continuance of fogs ao thick that for days and even weeks it is 
impossible for vessels to make progress, except at imminent risk.” But Sir 
Michael did not say this, and did his best; and then came the mischief- 
makers—the Foreign Ottice “ young men,” with their traditions and under- 
hand primings to stop “that sort of thing” if possible. And thereupon 
Lord Elgin was induced to write as he did; and, however right he may have 
been at the time, he was decidedly wrony in allowing “ My dear Olyphant” 
to refer to the heart burnings and bickerings in his book. Yur remarks 
and those of the Times on the matter are, I think, very just. On this third 
Chinese war I perceive you and the Times are at issue, Apropos—Did 
you ever hear a story current at Singapore when Bruce and Hope came out 
last year? Bruce hoisted a plenipotentiary’s flag; Hope ordered him to 
haul it down, and told him that it would be quite time encugh to hoist that 
when he got off the Peiho! After that, was it likely that Bruce would do 
more than leave the naval man to do as he pleased, to ran his head, like a 
huge obstin:te blunderer, a8 1 believe him—brave as a lion withal though he 
be- as hard against a post as he saw fit? Poor Mr. Bruce, you are all 
wrong at home in condemning him—he could not have acted differently. 
By next mail look sharp for reports of disasters in the China seas. I feel 
sure that Lord Elgin will arrive in China to receive the most practical of 
rebukes for having determined on supporting “the Oliphant.” I fear most 
for the French, who have such a knack of finding stones in their path, 
The appointment of Elgin and Gros to wind up this affair ie, I think, highly 
commendatory ; but it is @ long business—the Russians are at the bottom 
of it.

The King having granted a concession for working the tin 
mines in the Island of Billiton to a capitalist of this city, that 
gentleman is forming a company with a large capital to work 
the mines on an extensive scale, The quality of the ore is 
said to be equal to that of Banca, and recent surveys prove the 
existence of gn inexhaustible supply. 

The Hague journal Viewwsbode states that the Minister for 
the Colonies has given notice that in future the uninsured part 
of cargoes of Government produce from the East India pos- 
Sessions is to be increased to the sum of 10,000 florins by 
each vessel, 

In my last letter I mentioned that the Government were in 
treaty with Mr. H. T. Stieltjes, the eminent engivecr, to pro- 
ceed to Java. This gentleman, who was formerly a distinguished 
artillery officer, and, on his retirement from the service, 
accepted the lucrative appointment of consulting engineer of 
the Overyssel Canal Company, has accepted the Government pro- 
posals, and been officially appointed “Consulting Engineer for the 
Technical Department of the Ministry for the Colonies,” and 
entrusted witha special mission to Java, to examine and study 
the topography of that island, with a view to draw up a general 
and comprehensive plan for a system of railroads and other 
local means of personal communication and goods traffic. Mr. 
John Dixon, who is appointed chief engineer of railroads in 
Netherlands India, accompanies him to the East. 

The King has granted permission to his Excellency, Mr. 
C. F. Pahud, Governor-general of Netherlands India, to accept 
and wear the insignia of Grand Cross of the Royal Order of 
Frederick, conferred on him by his Majesty the King of Wur- 
temburg. 

Mr. Wilhelm Friederick Mathieu, hitherto Hamburg Vice- 
Consul at Sourabaya, has been promoted to the rank of ‘Consul 
for that Republic, and has received his exeguatur from the King 
of the Netherlands to act in that capacity. 





PRUSSIA. 

The Prassian Government has received official despatches from Commodore 
‘Sundewall, announcing the arrival of the squadron under his c:mmand, des- 
tined for China and Japan, on the 15th April, at Madeira, and in the Bay of 
Sania Cruz (Teneriffe) on the 20th of the same month. The Deutsche 
Reichs Zeitung states that, after nll, the expedition is given up, and the 
ships have received orders to return home. It must, however, be observed 
that the above journal is not an offic al organ, One thing, however, is cer- 
tain, and that is, that Count Eulenburg, the diplomatic Tepresentative of 
Prussia and head of the expedition, who was to go out by th overland mail 
and ole, the squadron at Singapore, has not yet taken his departure, but is 
still in Berlin. 








UNITED STATES. 
New York, June 14. 
The Japanese Commissioners took leave of the President for 
New York on the 5th, and expressed themselves highly gratified 
with the treatment they had experienced. What they have 
done in the way of settling the currency and other disputes 
does not fully appear, but the following has been published :— 


“The North Star brought advices from Japan vio California to the 23rd 
of April, and from China tc the 10th of April. The Chinese had consented 
to pay the English and French Governments their expenses, and to accede to 
their demands. The Chinese ports and rivers were to be free, The Chinese 
authorities bed issued a Proclamation a -ainst the Cvolie trade. The Emperor 
of Japan was assassinated on the 16th of March. While on his way to the 
palace he was attacked by fourteen Japanese dress.d as travellers. Six of 
the Emperor's guards were killed and several wounded. Thirty suspected 
Persons hai been beheaded, and two princes of high rank were permitted to 
disembowel themselves, An insurrection was threa ened. 

“The regulation of the Japanese currency, which Las formed the subject 
of much anxious discussion between the Naval Committee and the in:er- 
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pretef. - | finally been settled most satisfaciorily o the Japanese The 
committee Na.’ ade an arrangement with the Secretary of the Treasury, by 
which the Mint at anitedelphia will receive all the old gold and silver coin 
of Japan to Tecoin, the madard 10 be fixed in their presses when they go 
to Philadelphia, The Government is going to give them one piece of each 
denomination of our gold and silver com made from their old coin.” 

The US. steamer Wiagara on a late trip returned to 
New York very leaky, and it is doubtful if she will convey the 
Japanese Ambassadors, as announced in my last. 

A fearful and destructive tornado swept over Iowa and Illinois 
on Sunday, the 3rd instant. Three towns were demolished, and 
many of the inhabitants buried in the ruins. 

A new Arctic expedition sailed from New London, Connec- 
ticut, on the 29th ult. on board the bark George Henry. Tho 
expedition consists only of Mr. B. F. Hall, of Cincinnati, and his 
Esquimaux gulde, Cud-la-ja-ah, Mr. Hall designs to make ex- 
Plorations in the region lying between Cape Willoughby and the 
entrance to Fury and Hecla Strait. 

It is announced that fifty miles of the Atlantic Cable have 
been recovered, and further success is certain. 

Some fishing boats have been detected in bringing over two 
or three slaves from Cuba, and selling them on the coast. 

Another disgraceful seene was enacted in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington on the Ist inst., which is thus 
described :— 

“Mr, Train said he would consider it discourteous and ungentlemanly to 
insist upon speaking after being called to order. Mr. Houston inquired of 
the gentleman from Massachuse:ts if he meant to apply that language to him 
personally, Mr. Train rejoined that he said what he meant, and should 
stand to it. Mr. Houston then said, if the gentleman intended to apply that 
language to him, he (Mr. Train) wasa disgraceful liar and a scoundrel, After 
hours were consumed in nonsensical deba:e, and it was apparent that the 
Republicans would not yield their ground untila vote was had, declaring that 
they would remain until morning to obtain it, Mr. Houston arose and apolo- 
gised to the House and acknowlefiged that he was out of order.” 

From the New York Herald of the 12th instant we take the 
following : 

‘Since the arrival of the Japanese in Washington two important points 
have been gained. which will enable this country to avail itself of the advan- 
tages of that treaty to an extent beyond our most sanguine expectations, 
One of these is an arrangement preliminary to the establishment of the 
currency of the two countries on a satisfactory basis. This has been one of 
the greatest sources of difficulty between England and Japan. A second 
point gained since the arrival of the Ambassadors is in reference to Russia, 
which has been threatening Japan with hostilitics. But Mr. Cass has made 
such representations to the Ambassadors about the friendship of our Govern- 
ment, and its moral influence with Russia and the nations of Europe, that 
their apprehensions are quieted, and our ascendancy in the “hermetic 
empire ” is proportionately increased. 








COMMERCIAL. 

Since our last the Money Market has undergone very decided ease. The 
rates on call loans with Government stocks a3 collateral are at 4 to 4} 
per cent., andat 4 to 6 monthe 5 to 6 per cent. A la go amount of 
capital lies idle seeking investment, 

The Persia, to-morrow, it is said, will take out from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 in specie. The two steamers which sailed last Saturday carried 
out about $1,200,000. 

The balance in the sub-treasnry amounts to about six millions of dollars 
sterling. I'xchange on London closed dull to-day for the Persia at 1093 to 
1094 for bankers’ bills, 60 days. Good commercial bills are scarce. Bills 
on Paris range from $5 13ic. to $5 124c. 

There is no chance for the Tariff Bill to pass the Senate of the U.S. Con. 
gress this session. The Republicans, its authors, have sign'tied their in- 
tention of abandoning it. 

Tea.—At the public sale on Wednesday a fair spirit was exhibited. and 
the catalogue, chiefly greens, was disposed of at somewhat improved prices 
for the low and medium grades, Young Hyson, &c., but a shade lower on 
the better grades. At the anction on Fritay the offering was moderate, 
and chiefly green ; the catalogue was disposed of at prices fully sustain ng 
the previous currency.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Curva War.—Sir G. B. Paouevn asked the Secretary to the Adiniralty 
whether it was intended to give to the navy serving in China the same extra 
pay and allowances enjoyed by the army in India. and which are said to be 
now granted to the military forces to be employed with the navy in the 
same quarter.—Mr. Somes asked the Seeretary of State for India whether 
an American ship had been taken up by Government for the conveyance of 
stores from Calcutta to China ; whether eligible British ships were tendered 
for the same service ; and, if so, whether he would state the reasons which 
induced the Government to make such selection? The hon. member said, 
he had called attention to this matter because, in case of war breaking out 
between this country and other nations, we should be placed ina difficult 
position, He did not wish to preclude absolutely the Government from 
taking up foreign ships in cases of emergency ; but when Britlsh ships were 
offered to the Government they ought to be engaged. There could not be 
any excuse on the ground of economy, because the money so spent would 
& into the pockets of foreigners and not into the pockets of persons re- 
siding in this country. The hon. gentleman concluded by asking the ques- 
tion mentioncd above.—Sir Cuar.zs Woop, in reply to Mr. Somzs, said 
he was not aware that any American ship had been employed by the Go- 
vernment, and could not give any reasons for what he was not aware had 
been done,—Lord C. Pacer, in reply to Sir @. PecHext, said he should be 
afraid of saying anything that would raise hopes on the part of the fleet in 
China that might be disappointel. He could, however, assure the hon. and 
gallant admiral that the Admiralty would act strictly according to prece- 
dent. There was the precedent of our late wars in China, and the Admi- 
ralty would do all the just ce they could to the naval forces now engaged in 
that part of the world. He could not, however, distinctly answer the 
question as to what allowances they were to have. 

CoLonran Mrurany Exeenpitung.—(11.) Mr. Curprrs asked the 
Secretary of State for War whether Government would propose to refer toa 
select committee the subject of colonial military expenditure,—Mr. S, Hxr- 
BERT said that, as the Departmental Committee to which the subject had 
already been referred had not been unanimous, buthad sent in two reports, 
embracing both sides of the question, the Government could deal with it with- 
out referring it to a select committee of that House. 

Tux Aumy or Invi. - (11.) Sir C. Woon moved for leave to bring ina Bill 
to repeal so much of the Act 22nd and 23rd of Victoria, cap. 27, as enabled 
the Secretary of State for India to raise in this country men for her Majesty's 
local European forces in India, observing that he had adopted this as the 
simplest mode of testing the opinion of the House on the principle, without 
entering into minute details, He explained the nature of the force in ques- 
tion, and urged that botn for Indian and imperial reasons it was essential 
that our military power, upon which our chief reliance must be placed, 
should be m intained in a state of discipline and efficiency, and that object 
could be best attained by one uniform force.—Lord Stax.ey admitted that 
the Bill of the Government placed th: question of the fusion of the Indian 
with the Imperial army in the simplest form, but complained that they had 
to discuss the subject before they were in possession of the detailsof the plan. 
In the course of a long speech he pointed out the impossibility that soldiers 
of the line should devote themselves to Indian service, the eement of uncer- 
tainty which would be introduced. and the consequent danger that India 
would be deprived of those defenders best capable of serving her. He could 
not believe that officers new to the country could avoid giving offence to the 
natives and involving themselves in difficulties, So far from the existenco 
of an Indian army being a cause of discontent, they would be a source of 
trust and confidence to both countries. Should any dissatisfaction shew 
itself it was far less likely to extend over two distinct forces than over a 
single force. Hedwelt on the military knowledge and experience acquired 
in a long Indian service, which moreover, if kept separate, would attract to 
itself the men best fitted for it,—General Pegs said that the evidence both for 
and against the Bill of the Government was so evenly balanced that they 
could not refuse it due consideration, There was no subject on which those 
entitled to judge differed 60 greatly in opinion, Lord Derby's Government 
had decided in favour of a local force, but he admitted for himself that since 
that time hls opinions had changed, from the force of late occurrences. He 
should not only vote for the introduction of this Bill, but give it his cordial 


























supnort.—Colonel Sykes defended the Indian army, especially in reference 
to their conduct on the late transfer of India from the Company to the Crown, 
and denied that there was any jealousy between the two services.—Mr. 
Peacocks, Sir Dz Lacy vars and Capt. Jenvis, supported the Bill, 


which was then read a first time. 

Scpmaring TELEGRAPHIO CaBLE 10 GipralTar.—(15.) Colonel Her- 
nent asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer whether he would have any 
objection to lay before the House the report of the commissioners appointed 
to inquire into the merits of various schemes for the submarine telegraphic 
cable to Gibraltar ?—Mr. M. Grason said that no commission had been ap- 
pointed. Some gentlemen had been asked by the Board of Trade to make 
an examination into the composition of the submarine telegraphic cables, 
which it had been proposed to lay down to Gibraltar, Those gentlemen had 
been authorised to make experiments, and their investigation was drawing 
i aclose, Their report would, when completed, be laid on the table of the 

louse. 

Aviowanor To Sartors 1x Cuins.—(18.) Mr. Cocunane asked the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether he would lay on the table a 
despatch from Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, dated the 14th of December, 
1858, in which the admiral urged the propriety of giving additional pay and 
allowa: ces to the naval forces employed in the Chinese war, in conformi! 
with the pr-cedents of the war in 1842, and of the Burmese war? Lord C. 
Pacer said there was no objection to the production of the despatch. 

‘Tue Navy m Carra.—(21.) Mr. B. Cocunane gave notice that on the 
10th July he would move a humble address to her Majesty, praying that 
her Majesty will be graciously pleased to place the officers, marines, and 
seamen of the fleet serving in China on the same footing as her Majesty's 
troops with respect to extra pay and allowances, and that this House will 
make good the same,

TRADE WITH WESTERN CHINA VIA PEGUE. 


The Leeds Mercury concludes an able article on the scheme of 
Captain Sprye, with the following comments :— 

“There are three things to be done. First, it is necessary to make 
Esmok an open trading town, like the trading towns which have been 
established on the Russian frontier, through which the Russian produce 
enters into the Celestial Bmpire. This the Government should be urged to 
attempt in the negociations with China, which Lord Elgin has gone ont to 
open. The next thing to be done is to send an Ambassador, who shall 
make arrangements with the King of Burmah. The King of Burmah ig 
said to be an enlightened man, fully aware of the value of friendly inter- 
course with Europeans, and anxious to promote the welfare of his own 
dominions by peaceful means, But the King of Burmah has a high notion 
of his own dignity, and he steadily refuses to treat with the envoys that 
have been more than once sent by the Governor-general of India. As an 
independent Sovereign he refuses to treat with any bat an independent 
Sovereign. He points to Siam, to which kingdom we have sent ambassadora 
direct, and he claims at least equal dignity with a Sovereign whose terri- 
tories his ancestors have frequently overrun. The claim is in itself by no 
means unreasonable, and so far from being disadvantageous to us, might 
possibly prove of extreme value. At all events, for the object of establishing 
direct communication between Rangoon and Western China, in other words, 
for the object of opening up a trade with about two hundred millions of 
people to the British nation, thi an essential and not very difficult pre- 
liminary step. The third step is to establish a trading emporium on the 
north-eastern frontier of our province of Pegu. The distance between such 
a town and Esmok, through Burmese territory is, as we have said, only 250 
miles, and with a free trading town at Ksmok, and permission from the King 
of Burmah to carry on our intercourse through his dominions, the wealth of 
some of the finest provinces in the world might be opened to the commerce of 
the West. None of these steps involves any great difficulties. It is not likely 
that an enlightened sovereign would object to open a road through his terri 
tories for the passing of foreign caravans, if a certain transit duty were paid 
on all the merchandise to well his own regal revenue. In every way his own 
kingdom would derive the benefit. Villages and towns would spring up on 
the road, and a large commercial intercourse would be established between 
his own subjects and both the nations trading through his dominions. Per. 
haps the least hopeful part of the matter is the prospect of maintaining 
peace w.th China even after we had established free intercourse with her in 
the west. But on this matter we eee no reason to despair. We should 
ourselves, perhaps, seldom approach Chinese territory. The transit across 
Burmah would be more in the hands of the Chinese, who are accustomed 
to these overland journies, than of British merchants, They would come 
to our emporium more than we should go to theirs. Besides, when we did 
go to their emporium, we should be much less likely to make a dust than at 
Hong Kong. We should have no frigates, and no troops at Rsmok. Even 
Captain Osborne's powers of seamanship, which effected such miracles in the 
Zangtze Keang, could hardly navigate a frigate five hundred miles over the 
land. Now it is just possible that these frigates have something to do with 
our always getting into quarrels. It is just possible that we should trade 
with the Chinese as peaceably as their other neighbours—as peaceably ag 
the Siamese and Burmese are doing now—if we had not continually the 
power of knocking them on the head with our artillery. It may be that 
such a thing as peaceful intercourse is not altogether out of the question, 
and that even in the Rast, by fair dealings, reasonable concessions to the 
prejudices and ignorance of the people with whom we have to deal, allow- 
ances for those little infirmities of Character which make them unwilling to 
part with their gold for about half its value in silver, or to conduct the trade 
for our advantage without any consideration of their own, trade may yet be 
made profitab!e without resort to war, and good feeling be established with- 
out the intervention of the cannon. Let the Chambers of Commerce do 
their best by memorials to the Government to establish the intercourse, and 
let us trust to the good sense of our consuls and merchants todo the rest.” 
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THE ARMY IN CHINA. 

An army so heterogeneous in its composition as that now assembled in and 
about Hong Kong, consisting of English, French, Bengalees, Sikhs, Madras- 
sees, Luscars, and Chinese coolies, with “followers” (dire Indian word) of 
every caste, tribe, and hue, from Cape Comorin to the Himmaleh, and from 
the Red Sea to the Pacific, affords as pretty a variety of subjects of conside- 
ration as ever fell to the lot of the practiced army administrator, and which, 
no doubt, have been fully and fairly weighed in all their probable bearings 
and contingencies. Leaving on one side the troops and mere military mate- 
rial, we will resume the subject of stores—low in comparison, but not alto- 
gether unimportant, We will first consider what will most obviously be re- 
quired for the various and rather incongruous nationalities we have collected 
under our standard, and we will then consider what prospect there may be 
of getting what is wanted where itis wanted. There will be the scrupu- 
lous Brahmin, the salt of the earth, holding the rest of the world to be uo- 
clean ; cooking chupatties within his tabooed circle, under extreme difficul- 
ties, requiring not merely flour, that most easily damaged of comestibles, 
but flour of a particular kind—crushed wheat. There will be the rice and 
curry consuming Madrassee, requiring some twenty or more articles of daily 
consumption, including tamarinds, cummin, and coriander seed, garlic, chill 
betel-nut, ghee, and numerous other infinitesimal modicums of everyth ig 
which grows under an Indian sun, but which will be rich and rare exotics in 
the north of China. There must be beef and pork, porter and rum, bread 
and biscuit. for the Britishers; pork and salted cabbage for the Chinese; 
flour or wheat, ghee and he-goats, for Bengalees ; curry and salt-fish for the 
Madrassees ; mutton and she-geais for the Sikhs. Hindoo and Sikh will 
regard with amazement and disgust the beef-devouring Briton ; the Mussul- 
man wi:l regard with abhorrence both Britone and Chinese for their pork- 
eating propensity, and, with pharisaical longing, their forbidden bnt seduc- 
tive dram of liquid gehennum, tempting and wrong. The English will not 
be behindhand in turning up the nose of scorn at their neighbours’ gasiro- 
nomic peculiarities; and not without rea-on, when their olfactories are 
assailed with the flavour of that “stinking ghee,” which makes the very 
atmosphere greasy, as, closely allied with gatlic, it tenaciously clings to gar- 
ments and to everythivg within reach of its noxious influence. The party 
only requires to complete its incompatibility, that our allies should aid to the 
olla podrida their ancient diet of frogs and snails, Now, in the North of 
China, a filivustering raid might have been highly successful against a 
Ffoineant enemy who bas never failed to run when time and opportunity 
favoured the manceuvre; and, if successful, war would not only have been 
brought rapidly to a conclusion, but it would also have saved an enormous 
expenditure in equipping the force at such a vast distance from the scene of 
operation, with everything which the British imagination, made morbid by 
Crimean experiences, fanci s might by remote possibilities be wanted under 
every possible or impossible contingency. For such a raid the general 
should have been provided only with Kuropeans, Ghoorkas, and Chinese, who 
would have {ed alike and fed on everything, who would not stand on cere- 
monious trifles, and who would. under difficulties, defer washing and praying 
fora week or two, Brahmins, who make long prayers, who must wash 
themselves and their clothes daily, and who must cook in private, or starve, 
are not exactly adap ed fora buccaneering exploit. Mu-sulmans are a little 
more pliable, with a prospect of loot and licence, and, with the help of sand, 
get over a good many ceremonial difficulties, though at best they would, ex. 
cept in the looting line, hardly be the men for Walker. We therefore assume 
that, in spite of its tempting facilities, a raid will not be attempted; that the 
war will be conducted in the old-fashioned, regular way, without any inde- 
cent haste or confusion, - the quartermaster's-general department in front, 
the cavalry on the flanks, the main body in open order, for coolness and air 
—the climate being warm and the country dusty—and the field-hospitals and 
commissariat in the rear, with well-loaded transport and ample depots ; 
every man with a full stomach and ttree days’ rations in his haversack (the 
French in Algeria carry fifteen days’ rations.) But—-(those horrid buts) — 
we must here remind an impatient British public—who will barely allow 
Garibaldi a week to beat 30,000 Neapolitans, take a province, and furm a 
Provisional government without any commissariat, with very few men or 
arms, and no artillery—we repeat, we must remind an impatient British 
Public, that Hong Kong, where our forces are a-sembling, is 1,200 miles 
from the Peiho; that Cnusan, when itis taken, is 500 miles from the Peiho ; 
that when the Gulf of Petcheli is reached, the squadron, owing to the shal- 
lowness of the gulf—-nearly filled by the deposits of the Yellow Biver—must 
lie some six to nine miles from the shore, and that the shore, when arrived 
at, isa very muddy one. We must remind our readers that the plains of 
‘Tartary are hot as Bengal in summer, and co!d as Kamtschatka in winter ; 
that after the middle of September, when the north-east monsoon has set 
strongly in, the Gulf of Petcheli is inaccessible from the south, and nearly 
all the water is blown out of it, and that a little later it is locked up in ice, 
and the expedition is cut off till the following spring from all communication 
with its deputa—Army and Navy Gazette. 

















THE INDIAN ARMY. 


The whole question of our military establishment in India is now fairly 
before Parliament and the country. Sir Charles Wood expounded it in a 
very elaborate, and, we must in fairness add, a very lucid statement. The 
point which is now submitted for decision is, whether it will be more con- 
ducive to military efficiency and political safety to provide protection for 
India by enlarging our ordinary military system so as to embrace that penin- 
sola, or whether it will be better to establish in that land a separate Kuro- 
Pean army, destined solely to its service. It is not a question of money. It 
will not make so much as one per cent. difference in the Indian Military 
Estimates, whichever course we adopt. In the first place, it seems to us 
that the onus ties upon those who require a particu'ar European service for 

_ the peninsula of India to tell us why this extraordinary thing should be, 
* We have colonies and possessions in all climates, and never elsewhere is 
uch an exceptional requirement made. We have no special service for 
Canada or for Malia, or even for Ceylon or Hong Kong. What Queen's 
troops there are in those possessions are there in their ordinary turn of duty. 
Bo at the Cape of Good Hope and at our other possessions, There are bad 
climates in other places besides India. The West Indies have no good re- 
, Putation, and Hong Kong is in bad odour, although drink and debauchery 
are answerable for more than the climate. Yet our Queen's troops go out to 











all these places without even extra pay. Why, then, should it be indispen- 
table, or even advantageous, that India should have a service entirely to her- 
self? It is for the advocates of a local army to make out their case, nnd, as 
it is an abnormal system they recommend, it ought to be very powerful in 
order to prevail. They say that we have to deal with a sensitive people, 
whose habits, religions, and course of thought are entirely different from ours ; 
that to know them is the study of a life, and not to know them is to lose 
their confidence and excite their hostility ; that for this purpose officers and 
men ought to live among them ; that the system of a Local European Army, 
feeding and sustaining an immense civil e:tablishment, has been ; and there. 
fore, as they have no confidence in any other system, ought not to be dis- 
turbed. These, we believe, are the points of the local army advocates. 
Prima facie, it isn very strong case. Four years ago it would have been an 
irresistible case. When the Duke of Wei ington, who had marched his 
Sepoys over such wondrons battle-fields, was asked whether he thought the 
system under which he conquered was a good system, it required all his 
directness of vision to see a flaw in it. We. less absolute men, should have * 
been content to let a system work which had worked so well. But now, in 
this year 1860, the face of the controversy is entirely changed. Nothing is 
left of all that used to be a'leged in favour of a local army except that it once 
was, and that there are remaining some who have vested interests in the old 
institution, It is now proved that men do not grow better soldiers by re- 
maining in India, nor better officers by passing their time in lucrative semi- 
civil offices. It is before the Houses of Parliament that “length of residence 
in India, so far “ from leading to immunity from illness, l-ads to physical 
degradation,” Such is the high controversy which is about to o:eupy the 
attention of Parliament, and which we rather hope than expect may attract 
some attention from the public at large. The question ie,—shall we erect 
again the stracture which has 80 signally broken down under our feet ? Shall 
we make once more an army officered by clerks absent upon their official 
duties, and mauned by rank and file mutinous, ill-disciplined, and knit 
together in secret combination? If we should come to the concl:ision that it 
is desirable to re-create such an army, now that it has so happily dissolved 
itself, is it worth while to do so at the expense of occupying India with our 
regular troops while we are recruiting in our own country thisprecivus military 
body, and drilling them to the syst-m of which they are to form part? We 
confess we cannot see how among English statesmen there can be two sides 
to this question, but it seemsit isso. Let it be decided, then, once for all 
—Shall there be one British Army for the British Empize ; or shall we main- 
tain two British Armies to keep each other to their allegiance? —Témes, 











THE MALABAR, 


The Malabar, with the two Ambassadors of France and Eng- 
iand, Baron Gros and Lord Elgin, on board, has goue down in 
the harbour of Galle. Nobody who knows the harbour of 
Galle will be surprised at such an occurrence. Except on the 
land side, it is open to every wind that blows, inasmuch as on 
two other sides—the fourth being to seaward—the land is so 
low as not to afford protection against any wind, Nearly every 
gale that sweeps over the Indian Occan, then, can drive with 
full force against any craft which may be lying in this deccitful 
harbour. It is, no doubt, vast enough in apparent extent, but 
the very appearance of extent is treacherous. The water is so 
shallow round the harbour that only a boat of the very lightest 
draught can even approach the shore, except towards the town. 
The strength of the wind in these seas is at times tremendous, 
and nothing, save the interposition of a cape, or hill, or other ua- 
tural defence of the like kind, would enable a vessel to ride out 
a gale in security. Even with our experience of last autumn as 
to what the power of the elements may be when fairly roused 
to fury, we have but a scant notion of an Indian typhoon. 
But at certain seasons of the year these typhoons constantly 
oceur, and one would suppose that even sclfish considerations 
would impel Governmeut departments and steamship com- 
panies to select proper spots for their coaling harbours. At 
one time you are sending out troops, and upon their punctual 
arrival may depend the fortune of a campaign ; at another you 
are bringing these troops home again, sick and disabled, 
and every motive of policy as well as humanity would suggest 
the propriety of taking every precaution for their safety ; again, 
a third time you may be sending out Ambassadors charged with 
the conduct of important negotiations, sometimes treasure, and 
always the mails. It necds, however, no great argument to 
show that the communications between England and India 
must be even more carefully guarded than between any two 
other points of the empire. Now, Ceylon must remain a half. 
way house or a place of call mainly for coaling purposes, and if 
there were no option but to send the steamers into the harbour 
of Galle there [would be no blame to be attached to any- 
body. It does so happen, however, that at Trincomalee, on 
the other side of the island, there is a most excellent harbour, 
which possesses nearly all the advantages in which Galle is 
deficient. It is very true that some time back the Ava, with 
the wounded of Lucknow on board her, was thrown away near 
Trincomalee, but you would not say that Holyhead, whatever 
may be its defects, is an unsafe harbour because the captain of 
a steamer had run his ship ashore on the Isle of Man. ‘There 
may bo reasons of which we are not aware why Trincomalee 
should not be chosen as the harbour of Coylon—Tiines,

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MARINE SURVEYS—THE ISLAND OF FORMOSA. 

Ir is a wonderful fact that in spite of the vast improvements 
and inventions of the age in all that appertains to navigation, 
which render locomotion by sea much more safe and rapid than 
formerly, the geographical discoveries made by naval expedi- 
tions aro not to be compared in extent or importance with 
those made by land. During the last five-and-twenty years, 
with the exception of the solution of the North-West Passage, 
scarcely any discovery of note has been achieved by water, or 
anything of importance added to our general stock of know- 
ledge concerning the surface of our planet, whilst during the 
same period continents have been ransacked and travelled over 
in all directions, the longitude and latitude of places previously 
unknown satisfactorily defined, and a general knowledge obtained 
not only of the configuration of countrics, but their geological 
construction, together with their natural productions, Africa, 
for so many years a ¢erra incognita with the great bughear of 
the “impenetrable Desert of Sahara,” and the “Mountains of 
the Moon,” has been pierced from every point of the coast, and 
crossed and recrossed in every possible direction by enterpris- 
ing land travellers. The interior of both North and South 
America is now as well known as Europe, and the only great 
geographical problem left to be solved—the interior of the 
Australian contincent—is on the point of being satisfactorily 
cleared up by the colonial Governments having offered large 
premiums to the party that shall first succecd in making its 
way from the inhabited districts of the south to the hitherto 
unknown regions on the northern coast. This offer has excited 
competition, and the last accounts received from Australia state 
that two or three different partics were then being organised 
for exploring expeditions, in the hope of claiming the promised 
reward, so that in a few months we may expect to hear that 
some of them have succeeded in traversing that great continent 
On the other hand, it is a remarkable fact that the discoveries 
by maritime expeditions by no means come up to the energy 
and enterprise of explorers by land. It is true that we, and 
other maritime nations, have a number of surveying ships con- 
stantly engaged in hydrographical surveys in different parts of 
the world, but it must be confessed that though they are con 
ducted by men of science snd skill, their labours are principally 
confiued to details of sounding and accurately defining the con- 
figuration of certain given lines of coast, which, however im- 
portant in themselves, and useful for the safety of vesscls em- 
ployed in the local navigation of those waters, cannot possibly 
interest the public generally. This is the more to be wondered 
at as such surveying expeditions are fitted out with great care 
and completeness, carrying with them the means of prosecuting 
the exploration by land, and from the very nature of their 
existence able to reach, with safety and despatch, the coast of 
any given continent or island from whence they could the more 
casily make exploring excursions into the interior. 
~ Amongst those parts of the globe so casily accessible by 
water, and of which our knowledge is so imperfect and limited, 
is the island of Formosa, or “the Beautiful Island,” called so 
originally by the Portuguese, by whom it was first discovered, 
but denominated by the natives ‘Tai-wan, signifying “the high 

















peaks.” It lies off the east coast of China, to which country it 


now belongs by right of conquest, and is in the direct track of" 


vessels proceeding from Hong Kong to Shanghai. We have 
before us the reports of the United States’ naval officers, Capt. 
Joel Abbot, Lieut. A. W. Habersham, and the chaplain, Rev. G. 
Jones, as well as Commander Brooker, RN., Mr. Groom, and 
Mr. Fortune. Capt. Abbot was the commander of the United 
States’ steamer Macedonian (of which frigate the Rev. G. Jones. 
was chaplain), and was detached from the American squadron 
under Commodore Perry, in 1854, to the coast of Formosa, for 
the purpose of trying to discover any traces of Americans sup- 
posed to have been wrecked on that coast and held in captivity, 
whilst Mr. Jones was specially directed to examine and report. 
on the coalfields said to exist near Keelung, on the northern 
part of the coast. Lieut. Habersham was in command of the 
John Hancock, commonly known in the American navy by the 
familiar cognomen of “ Old John,” which formed part of the 
surveying expedition under Captain Ringold, in the year 1855, 
and in which he paid a flying visit to Formosa. Commander 
Brooker, R.N., was ordered to proceed to that island in the 
summer of 1858, in H.MS, Jnflexible, to look for some ship- 
wrecked sailors, and returned to Hong Kong in the beginning of 


July without having succecded in the object of his mission. . 


And, finally, Mr. Groom paid an involuntary visit to Formosa, 
having been shipwrecked off the coast in the Alert, in which 
vessel he left Hong Kong as a passenger on the 26th September, 
1858, and was wrecked on the 11th October of that year. 
Licut. Habersham, Mr. Groom, and Robert Fortune landed on 
the west coast of the island, whilst Commander Brooker exa- 
mined the eastern part of Formosa, and anchored at Keelung 
Capt. Abbot and Mr. Jones confined their observations to the 
northern coast. Mr. Swinhoe, of Amoy, also visited Formosa, 
and we must consider his account to be one of the best pub- 
lished. 

“ Old John,” the crazy old craft “that people looked at with 
astonishment, wondering that she was not gone to the bottom 
long ago,” was sent to endeavour to find the missing crew of 
the Porpoise, belonging to Commodore Perry's squadron, which 
had disappeared, and was supposed to have been lost between 
Formosa and the continent of China. Stress of weather 
obliged Licut. Habersham to run intoa little bay near the South 
Cape for shelter under the Ice of the coast, where they remained 
till the storm subsided. “On our arrival about dusk (says that. 
officer), we saw nothing but an extensive tract of white sand- 
hills, bounded on the land side by green hills, but thought we 
saw a village in the distance on the slopes of the mountains. 
Our conjecture proved to be right, for as soon as it was dark wa 
perceived the lights in the houses. The next morning we 
enjoyed an extensive view, verdant slopes and waving rice ficlds, 
here and there broken by high table land, studded with cattle. 
Such a scene is always pleasureable to the beholder.” Whilst 
Mr. Groom, the involuntary visitor to Formosa, was stripped 
and plundered of all his clothes and other property by the 
natives, who then marched him and his companions to a village 
in the interior, Lieut. Habersham and his party experienced 
a more friendly reception, possibly owing to their being armed, 
which inspired the natives with due respect for them. “We 
landed fearlessly (says that officer), in the face of the great 
crowd which had congregated on the shore to sce us, and 
though they were all armed either with matchlocks or bows and 
arrows, we recognised them as Chinese, and consequently knew 
that we had not much to fear from them.” According to Mr. 
Groom, who was wrecked considerably further northward, it 
would appear that he fell into the hands of the Aborigines, who. 
have been for a long time subjugated by the Chinese. On 
arriving at the village he experienced a kinder treatment, and 
the people furnished him with food and raiment. 

In another part of his narrative Mr. Groom says :—“ In the 
second week of November the rice harvest commenced, and 
during the excursion that I made into the country I almost 
forgot I was a captive in Formosa, so much did the busy occu- 
pation of the people put me in mind of a harvest home in Old 
England ; and I could not help asking myself with astonishment 
and wonder, how it happens that tn the middle of the nineteenth 
century such a beautiful and fruitful country should be so com- 
paratively unknown in Europe? The climate is decidedly 
better than at Hong Kong, the weather less changeable, and the 
inhabitants more healthy. During my stay in Formosa I 
heard and saw nothing of those diseases so common at Hong 
Kong ; and which are enough to deprive mankind of all desire 
to live in even the most beautiful country in the world.” 
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THE JAPANESE IN AMERICA. 


A MoRsEL of live royalty is a rare treat for a Republican, 
So well assured are we of this, that we have read without much 
astonishment the graphic accounts which have reached us from 
week to week of the sayings and doings of the Japanese and 
their entertainers in America. Itis true that out of the seventy 
Japaneso there aro only three princes, and those three “not 
hereditary but titular ;” still, with their [$80,000 and their 
eighty tons of luggage, they have driven the Americans frantic 
with delight. We pass over the civic glories at San Francisco. 
When the embassy reached Washirgton, so enthusiastic was 
the welcome that it was, we are told, “a wonder how the poor 
Japanese escaped with their lives.” The correspondent naively 
adds, “Tho whole scene must have given them a vivid impres- 
sion of the remarkable freedom of Republican institutions.” 
We doubt it not, but we cannot refrain from expressing our 
hope that, as there is some probability of a real “ hereditary ” 
Prince paying our American friends a visit, they have not uscd 
up all their fine phrases. We should be sorry indced were they 
to be in the predicament in which Oliver Goldsmith once found 
himself. The simple poet waited by appointment on a duke. 
He put on his finest clothes and prepared, as many another genius 
has done, one of the finest of speeches. After waiting some 
time in the aute-chamber, a gentleman enters dressed still finer 
than himself. Oliver immediately delivers himself of his 
speech, and too late he learns that he has wasted his eloquence 
on the Duke’s gentleman. Of course our readers know the 
conclusion. When ushered into his Grace's presence, poor 
Goldsmith couldn’t utter a word. Let us hope, however, that 
the “titular” princes of Japan have left a little honey in the 
comb for the hereditary Prince of Wales. 

The Japancse have spent more than a month in America— 
they have dined with the President and had mysterious finan- 
cial controversies with the Sccretary of State. The currency 
question must have been rather an intricate one, as the Ambas- 
sadors addressed their Court Interpreter in Japanese, their Court 
Interpreter turned the Japanese into Dutch forthe information of 
the U.S. interpreter, and the United States Interpreter converted 
the Dutch into English for tho benefit of the United States 
Minister. What a dollar was like, after going through this 
remarkable process, we are unable even to conjecture. But this 
is not the Ambassadors’ only title to fame. They endured 
with “more than courtesy” what is described as “a constant 
hand-shaking for two consecutive hours ;” indeed, the “ holy 
palmer’s kiss” with the Washington ladics does not appear by 
any means to have dismayed them. The English copy of the 
Treaty in substitution for that which was accidentally burnt in 
Japan has been signed by the President, and the ratifications 
have been formally exchanged. We have just learnt, too, that 
8 Bill has been passed in the American Senate carrying into 
effect the Asiatic treaties. But after all this digging about and 
dunging, will the tree bring forth fruit? In truth, these com- 
mercial treaties have a very fair outside, but, alas! as an 
Italian proverb teaches—“Out of a white egg often comes a 
black chick.” The Chinese egg was just as white—so was 
the French egg. We know the colour of the Chinese 
chick, and we await with considerable anxicty the hatch- 
ing of the French one. If the Japanese bo, as an emi- 
nent authority assures us they are, the greatest liars 
in all the East (and we know what tho superlative degree 
must in this case mean), we are not bound to believe that 
they will be more faithful in the observance of treaties than 
more civilised nations. The President of the American republic 
seems to have had some unpleasant misgivings on thispoint, for 
he thought it as well to hint to his guests “among other things,” 
that he had selected for their escort several of the most gallant 
officers in the American navy, who in peace were most kind, but 
upon whom nevertheless in war they depended for their defence. 
He trusted, however, they would never be required to operate against 
Japan. We are told that “the distinguished visitors through 
their interpreter expressed their high appreciation of the Presi- 
dent's address.” Of course they did, just as the petty German 
Princes the other day, worshipped the rod which is not unlikely 
to emulate that of Aaron of old, and swallow up their puny 
Bceptres. 

The Americans are rampant because of our supposed jealousy 
at the first visit of the Japanese being paid to the United States. 
One of our New York contemporaries indeed attempted to get 
up a “sensation” on a statement that an English ship had 
omitted to salute the vessel containing the august visitors. But 
the Americans aro mistaken, we have no feelings of jealousy. 











We are quite ready to admit that they are entitled to the 
honour and happiness of receiving the first embassy from Japan, 
We do not forget that the expedition to Japan under Com- 
modore Perry, and the treaty concluded by Mr. Harris, were of 
prior date to the visit of the Earl of Elgin. We must also 
allow that the Americans have been more fortunate 
in their relations with the Japancse than the English have, and 
although the American ambassador, Mr. Harris, docs not pro- 
bably rest upon a bed of roses, still more “uneasy lies the 
head” of the British plenipotentiary, Mr. Alcock. We may 
here correct an erroneous impression which, we believe, our 
“leading journal” has been the means of disseminating. It 
was never intended that the ambassadors now in America 
should visit Europe before their return to Japan: but it is 
probable that ere long the English will have an opportunity of 
extending their hospitality to an embassy from that country. 
But be this as it may, we are neither angry nor sad because the 
princes and their attendants, and their dollars, and thcir tons 
of luggage, have been received at Washington. We hope that 
they have not only derived some pleasure from their visit, but 
that they will take back with them to theirfown country the 
desire for freer and more extended intercourse with the civilized 
world—the assurance that their own interests will best be 
served by faithfully fulfilling the engagements they have under- 
taken, and the conviction that those who are mightiest to 
avenge perfidy and wrong are the most anxious to welcome 
them among the brotherhood of nations. Ere this they have, 
in all probability, left America. May we hope to date from 
their arrival in Japan a change in the policy of the Japancse 
Empire ? may we hope that confidence and integrity will suc- 
cced to distrust and scheming, and that deliberate political assas- 
sination may henceforth be unknown ? more than this—may we 
hope that. the sceds of a purer and holier religion have been 
sown among them—that reasonable belief may be entertained 
that the day is not far distant when the veil of superstition 
and idolatry shall be rent in twain—when the xgis of Chris- 
tianity shall overshadow them, and when they shall receive, 
with the fulness of knowledge which the light of civilization 
will shed, that enduring peace which passcth understanding ? 


THE POST-OFFICE AND THE EARL OF ELGIN. 


A correspondent of the Times calls attention to the incon- 
venience to the public service caused by the non-appointment 
of a successor to the Earl of Elgin as Postmaster-General. The 
present locum tenens, the Duke of Argyll, only nominally dis- 
charging the duties, and Sir Rowland Hill, the scerctary, being 
absent on sick leave, it is likely that the present “ ditticulties ” 
with the letter-carriers will extend to other branches of the ser- 
vice to the detriment of the public. We may here mention 
that the appointment of the Earl of Elgin to China has not 
been gazetted, nor that of the members of his suite. 


DEFENCES OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

CuizF among the subjects which engago the attention of the 
public is that of the military defences of this country. The 
report of the Commissioners appointed for the examination of 
this vital question has just been published. The works therein 
recommended are estimated to require an expenditure of nearly 
twelve millions sterling We concur in the expressions of 
regret, which are almost universal, that the instructions given 
to the Commissioners should have been such as to circumscribe, 
as it scems to us, unnecessarily the area of their inquiry. We 
think it impossible to overrate the importance attached to one 
aspect of the subject, and we regret—sincerely regret—that nob 
merely do the Government not appear disposed to extend their 
vision beyond the limited field surveyed in the repor, tbut that 
it is not their intention not to carry out in their integrity the 
recommendations contained therein. We refer to the pro- 
posed works at Woolwich, not simply as the great depot of our 
military resources, but also as bearing more immediately on 
the} questiou of the fortification of the Metropolis. Why is 
this recommendation of the Commissioners to be ignored? It 
affects but in a very small degrece the financial part of the 
question ; but were it otherwise, pecuniary considerations aro 
not in this case of the first importance. We lcarn from the 
Times that it is the intention of Government to proceed 
promptly and vigorously on a great portion of the Commis- 
sioners’ report, but to abandon the attempt to defend Woolwich. 
It is proposed to expend in all only about eight and a half 
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millions, instead ef the eleven and three quarter millions of the 
report. This includes £1,885,000 for the purchase of land, 
which it is proposed to acquire at once under the Defences Act. 
As only a small portion of the land will be wanted for the 
works, and the romainder will merely be kept clear from build- 
ings, the latter will be let out, and need not be an unprofitable 
investment. Government will propose to commence the works 
immediately, and the Commissioners have pointed out how they 
may be available for defence in three or four months, even while 
far short of completion. It is intended to raise the money by 
terminable annuities, so that the whole sum may be absorbed 
in twenty-five years. We shall probably advert on a future 
occasion at greater length to this subject, as the fortification of 
London is, in the opinion of all, a question of the highest 
importance. 





THE MILITARY DEFENCE OF OUR COLONIES, 

WE had occasion to notice this subject in our issue of the 
August 26. The late disturbance in New Zealand, and the 
gallant manner in which the European volunteers operated 
against the natives, has opened the question in Parliament of 
how far it is expedient to maintain a military force despatched 
from this country in our colonial possessions. The Australian 
colonies may perhaps form an exception to a certain extent, 
but we sec no other. It appears there isa force of 1,500 men 
now stationed in various parts of New Zealand, and yet when a 
fracas occurs with the natives a force of only 100 can be 
brought against the disturbere of the peace. According to this 
it would appear that a larger force was necessary, and we cer- 
tainly can see uo other way of protecting these colonies from 
outward and internal aggression, than by detachments from our 


regular army recruited by any colonists who may be disposed to | 


enter it. The Times on the subject says— A cargo of Enfield 
rifles, a battery of Armstrong guns, a few light ships of war off 
the coast, and some hearty words of encouragement and sym- 
pathy from home would, we think, put the colonists in a posi- 
tion to dispense in a great measure with the aid of regular 
troops.” The local volunteer forces are most excellent institu- 
tions, but it is not to be expected that they can do more 
than be ready for any extraordinary emergency until regular 
troops can be brought to the spot; if their services were 
further taxed we should soon find the voluutcer force dwindle 
into atoms. The troops for Australia and New Zcaland should, 
however, be supplied not direct from England but from India. 
After a service there of a few years, and when requiring a 
change of climate, we tink that of Australia would bo found 
more bencficial than even England. 





Rrutotox or tar Japanesz.—In the New York Herald appears a lead- 
ing article on this interesting and important subject. Our American con- 
temporary is very anxious lest any of the Japynese now in Washington 
should be c:nverted to Christimnity. The reason it advances against 
missionary efforts in that direction is a singular one. The higher c’asses of 
the Japanese “ have no religion whatever,” ervo, leave them alone. But 
this is not all: we are tld that the governing classes in Europe “ stand 
in exactly the some position that is occupied by the Japanese.” We should 
be sorry to think it; we do not believe it, “We admit that the embassy 
from Japan is a purely commercial one. We admit that no converte will 
be made by persecution; but even if it were true that irreligion is the 
order of the day, both in Europe and America, so far as the governing 
classes are concerned, that sur-ly weuld be no valid reason for stigmatising 
the attempt to enlighten the Japanese with the rays of Divine truth as ex- 
tremely imp rtivent, We snall probably recur to this subject, for we hold 
that a Buddhism is more than one step removed from “no religion 
at all.’” 

Raiwiys 1x Ivpra.—A report, intended to be annual, on the subject 
of railways in India, has been presented to the Secretary of State for India 
by Nr. Danvers, the secretary to the Railway Department of the India- 
office. It describes the eight railway conpinies and the Steam Flotilla 
Company for the Indus, ‘The railways are to make 4,917 miles of communi- 
cation, and the Flotilla Company to navigate 570 miles of the Indus, By 
the end of last year the three great companies (the Kast Indian, the Great 
Indian Peninsula, and the Mad:as) had 636 miles open, The estimated 
cost of the whole of these undertaxings is £52,430,000, but at present the 
Indian Government has on'y authorised £34,133,300 to be raised, and the 
amount actually raised at the end of 1559 was £27,079,712. It is remark- 
able that of this sum only 625,971 has been subscribed in India, or £1 in 
every £44, 


Traysrer ov THE GoveRNMEST OF Stxaarorr, &c.—A deputation, con- 
sisting of the Messrs, Guthrie, Mr. Crawford, Mr. Buchanan, M.P., and Mr, 
Gregson, M.P., had an interview with the Duke of Newcastle on the 11th 
inst., at the Colonial-oftice. Nothing was said as to the precise time when 
the Straits’ settlenents would come under the Culonivl-ottice. Some finan- 
cial matters and statements are still to be discussed, so that beyond the 
mere fact that the trans‘er had been arranged, nothing definite transpired at 
the interview. Probably some months at least, if nota longer period, will 
elapse before the arrangem ont is carried out, 
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AppornTMENTS AND Promorioxs.—Mr. T. F. Callaghan, barrister, has 
been appointed chief magistrate at Hong Kong, vice H. T. Davies resigned 
and joined the Chinese Customs, 

Guxenat Van Stravpesz:z.—A contemporary has the following re- 
marks on this gentleman’s return from China by a late mail:—“The 
gallant general comes to England at his own request, after long and arduous 
services in the Kast. The dispassionate political action and military skill 
which he go judiciously exercised in all his operations with and against the 
Chinese at Canton, up to the moment of his departure, was the fulcrum 
which removed commercial difficulties there, and established peace and pro- 
tection to life and property among the industrial citizens. The equitable

Lecruns on Stam.—At a meeting of the Geographical Society on the 
11th inst. two short papers on Siam, communicated by Sir R. Schomburgh, 
our Consul at Nankok, gave rise to an interesting discussion, in which Mr. 
Crawford, Captain Sherard Osborn, Cuptain Oliphant, and Colonel Sykes 
took part. Mr. Crawfod, who was formerly ambassador from this coun! 
to the court of Siam, described the country with some minuteness. 
considered the inhabitants to be less civilised and less intelligent than the 
Hindoos or the Chinese. Captain Osborn said that the rivers of Siam which 
fall into the Bay of Bengal, and take their rise from the mountains on the 
south-east of China, offer the means of gaining access to that part of the 
Chinese empire, which is more fertile than any other portion, though but 
little known to Europeans. He stated that he obtained tea in that district 
which was much finer in quality tran any that is to be obtained at Shang- 
hai, Colonel Sykes thought Mr. Crawf.rd’s account of the inferior state 
of the civilisation of the Siamese was not correct at the present time. He 
mentioned some additional particulars respecting the elder of the Sinmese 
kings, indicating the advances he had made in education, and in the adop- 
tion of the manners of European civilisation, among which was the we of 
visiting cards; two of those cards, Colonel Sykes said, he had in his 
ports ‘on, which are quite equal in appearauce to the bridal cards of Eng- 
lish ladies, 

Str Joun Bownixe ox Reutcion.—In a country newspaper, the Bridport 
News, we find the report of a long speech delivered by Sir John Bowring at 
the annual meeting of the Unitarian Christian Union. It has not found ita 
way into any of our metropolitan prints, and we may imagine the extraordi- 
nary opinions announced will astonish the public nota little. Our space will not 
permit a reprint of the whole. After stating that the Unitarians were among 
the most advanced religionists of the day, and that the great error of Chris 
tians was in supposing that they had a monopoly of the truth, Sir John 
says: “ Wherever there was religion, whether it was that of the Parsee, 
whom he had often seen rising from his bed to pay devotion to the rising 
sun, unobserved, seeking no human applause, could he fail to say that in that 
there was something of true religion. When in the interior of China he had 
seen a spot where there was a water-fall; some poor individuals had scooped 
out an altar, and there they had placed a god, and to that god libations were 
offered, and prayers were addressed, while the idolator, as he was called, was 
expressing a hope that by the influence of that idol more mischief might be 
averted from his family. Was there no religion in that} He thought there 
was a great deal—(hear, hear)—and that that divine and benignant Being 
who looks down from Heaven's heights did not regard those distinctions 
wiich we were accustomed to make, but might see religion where we would. 
only find something which he would not honour with a name, Why, he had 
heard a Chinese father reason wi.h a Christian missionary, and the latter 
would say, ‘you kuow that child of yours is born in sin, and condemned to 
eternal perdition, unless you listen to me.’ Did they think that relision that 
came in that shape could triumph? No; it was repulsive in the highest 
degree.” 

Roya Astatic Socizty.—The last meeting of the season was held on 
the eve sing of the 16th inst., when Col. Sykes, M.P., the president, delivered 
an able and interesting lecture. The subj:ct selected was one which we sus- 
pect will be regarded asa novelty by the majority both of our European and 
our Asiatic readers, “Lhe buried Cities of India,”—who has heard of them? yet 
how pregnant with interest is the subject! Two cities, the Pompeii and 
Herculaneum of India, have been, so to speak, disentombed. Though we know 
not with certainty their names, there are evidences that they were large and 
populous—that they flourished about the eighth century—and that it was by 
some sudden and wondrous physical convulsion they were engulfed. The 
excavati-ns have not hitherto been to any great extent, but the numerous 
interesting relics exhibited to the meetiny afforded abundant evidence that 
several of the arts and various branches of industry were cultivated among 
the inhabitants, Mr. Thomas (who made a few observations at a subse- 
quent period of the evening) stated, that as the latest date discorerible on 
any oue of the coins found wis a.p. 913, it was clear that at that period 
these cities were extant, Col, Sykes refirred to the number, variety, and 
patticvlarly the infinitisenal size of the copper coins discovered, and argued 
thence that labour was probably cheap and the frai’s of the carth abundant, 
which does not, however, appear to have been the case in other parts of India 
at that time. It is diricult to guess what a copper coin, scarcely larger than 
a pin's head, could have purchased. The members of the society present 
(among whom we noticed the I-cturer at the previous m-eting, Dr. Mac- 
gowan,) appeared highly gratified with the exposition of their respected

: East Inp1a Conpany.—The quarterly court of the proprietors of East 
India stock was held at the india House, Colonel Sykes, M.P., in the chair. 
The chairman announced that the dividend warrants;would be payable on 
and after the 6:h proximo, and stated that he understood from the Secretary 



























of Stite fer India that the projected Bill, by which the Government pro- 
posed to interfere with the reserved rights of the Company, was not as yet 
ready. He could not conceive what mght Government could have to justify

Mr. Crawshay then 
moved that the directors be respcetfully requested not wait longer for infor.

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such other measures as might be in their iporer, in accordance with the 
resolution with the last general c.urt. Mr. Jones seconded the resolution. 
After some discussion the res lution was put and carried, Nr. Crawshay 
then moved that the thanks of the Company be given to those members of 
the House of Commons who had exerted themselves to get the despatches 
connected with the Affghan war printed in their entirety. Dr. Beattie 
seconded the motion. The resolution was then agreed to. Mr. Jones then 
moved a resolution to the effect that the financial scheme of Mr. Wilson was 
false in commercial policy, discreditable in operation, and dangerous to the 
dignity of the Crown, ‘Th: honourable proprietor was proceeding to prove 
these propositions, when, as the court became thin, the debate was ad- 
journed to the next court. The proceedings then terminated. 


Imports or Bututon.—The total value of the gold bullion and specie 
imported into the United Kingdom list year was £22,297,648, against 
£22,793,126 in 1858. ‘The value of the silver bullion imported in 1359 
was £14,772,458, against £6,709,064 in 1853. The total receipts of bul- 
Tion and apecie were consequently £37,070,156 last year, against 
£29,493,190 in 1858, showing an increase of rather more than 25 per cent, 
Australia sent us gold to the amount of £3,624,560 last year, as compared 
with £9,064,763 in 1858. The next best source of supply was the United 
States, which sent £7,909,842 last year, and £4,502,464 in 1858, From 
the northern ports ot Rus.ia gold ilso came to hand to the extent of 
£2,070,066 last year, and £1,446,813 in 1858; while Mexico, South 
America, and the West Indies contributed £1,733,700 and £3,348,419, re- 
spectively. France last year sent us silver to the ext-ntof £0,365,852 ; 
Belgium, £1,521,176 ; Holland, ; £1,035,149 ; the United States, 
£1,763,639 ; and Mexico, South America, and the West Indies, £3,385,252. 
With the exception of ths last, these totals are very largely in excess of 
simi!ar receipts from the same quarte:s in the previous year. 


Tue Jaranesk Empassy AND THE Farr Sux.—“ The Japanese,” eays 
the New York Herald, “ finaing it to be the custom of the country, are 
very fond of shaking hands with the ladies, We have even heard it 
alleged that, no:withstanding the solemn oath, involving for its violation the 
penalty of death, which they took, every man of this embassy, before 
leaving Ja, an, to keep themselves perfectly exempt from sny contact with 
the crino ine of the outside barbarians during their absence, there is danger, 
if these celestials do not look sharp, of some executions among them on their 
return. Let them be careful, therefore, in their reconnaisances round this 
city, and every other Am-rican city in which they may sojourn a few weeks 
or days, or they may be called to a fearful account when the chicf censor 
renders in his report of the embassy at Jeddo.” The Japane-e have been 
overwhe.med in a sea of crinoline. They have been enconipasted by hoops 
of aterl, ‘They have been stared out of countenance by the bright eyes of 
Columbia's maids and matrons in Cong ess assembled. Wherever they have 
been, there has been the same impeneirable wali of American female chatter- 
ing, flirting, staring, giggling. wondering, guessing, reckoning, or ca culating, 
according to the line of country fiom whence she hails, ‘The feminine rush 
after the Japanese has been something tremendous; and as the atmosphere 
of Washington is not favourable to the growth of modesty, the Ambassadors 
have been terribly shocked. In their country, when strangers arrive in @ 
city or village, the women all run away and hide themselves. He.e, whena 
dist nguished foreigner turns up, the women all run after him, as if they de- 
sired to eat him up, and were afraid there wou'd not be a piece left il they 
did not make haste. 


Bartisn Cotvapra.—From the mines the news was never better. New 
digzings ar- constantly being discovered, and large earnings being made all 
over the mining n. ‘nc Chinese immigration, which was expected, is 
beginning to set About 800 Chinamen have arrived within the last 
fortnight, some of them in two vessels from China di-ect, others from San 
Francisco, ‘They have nearly all ,one up tothe mines. Accounts from 
Cuina say that a l.rge immigration may be expected if the Chinese are well 
treated. ‘here are no di-tinctions made agaicst them in these colonies. 
They have the same protection as all otier persons, and in the mins they 
are allowed the same rights, liberties, and privileges as ali other miners, and 
the great bulk of the population is very gled to see them coming into the 
country, Fears for the resul: are the phantoms of a few nervous and ill- 
informed persons. 


Tue First Rosstan Consun in Curxa.— The Shipping aad Mercantile 
Guzxetle has the fullowing notice of Mr, Burrows: “Some yeara since, a 
Russian corvette, on a voyage from the United States to St. Peter-burg, 
having on board as passengers a Russian Ambassador and several otiicers of 
the Russian navy, was dismast-d in a hurricane, and all on beard placed in 
inuvinent danger of their lives, In this wrecked condition she was fallen in 
with by a ship from New York tr the Pacific Occan, owned by Silas K. 
Burrows, a merchant, of the United State. The Russian minister a,reed 
to give the captain of this ship, for his owner, $10,000 if he would take 
them from the wreck and return to New York, which was done; but on 
artiving at New York Mr, Burrows refused to receive any compensation for 
rendering this great srvice to the shipwre.ked sutferers, and tor which de 
cision he received the ofticial thanks of the Presideut of the United Siates, 
General Jackson, His Majesty the Emperor of Russia has been pleased, as 
a remembrance, to appoint Mr. Burrows as his Consul at Hong Kong. We 
are pleased to have to record such liberality, where aid is extended to those 
who meet with di-asters on the waiers.” . 

































Suvortna at Jovexs on THs Bexcu.—At Toulouse a most extraordinary 
affair occured. As the judges composing the Second Ciamber of the Imperial 
Court were, in a suspension of the audience, descending from the beuch, 
headed by M, Solimiac, who had piesided, a man who was standing near the 
seats of the advocates fired a pistol at that learned judge ; the ball with 
which it was charged pasved close to him, and lodged in the wood-work 
behind the bench, ‘ihe man who fired the pistol vid uot attempt to escape, 
and was at once secured, He stated his name to be Guilbem, and his 
residence to be Graulhet, in the Tarn. He hid, he said, lost, before the 
tribunal of Lavour, and afterwards, on appeal before the Second Chainber of 
the Cour: of Toulouse, a lawsuit, by which he was co led to make resti- 
tution of certain sums he had inherited, As this restitution would entirely 
ruin him, he had petitioued the Emperor t» set aside the judgments, or 0 
give him the weans of carrying the matter belore the Court of Cassation ; 


















but he had not received a favourable reply, and, ia consequence, he had 
resolved to take vengeance upon the judges who had last pronounced againat 
him, “I wrote to the Emperor,” he continued, “to say that if justice were 
not done me in a month, J would murder all the judges of the Second 
Chamber, I regret,” he added, “that I missed my man, but when I am at 
liberty I will tuke a better aim!” 

The finance and revenue accounts of Indin give the following estimate of 
the revenue for the year ending April 30, 1860 :—Land revenue, including 
tributes from native States, £20,947,283 ; customs, £3,691,603; salt 
2,846,549 ; opium, 6,071,022 ; Post-oftice, stamps, and all other sources, 
£4,240,175 ; toial, £37,796,632. From this must be deducted the charges 
of collection, cost of salt and opium, allowances payable in accordance with 
treaties, and allowances amounting in all to 46,938,607, leaving as net 
revenue £30,858,025. But the expenditure is atated at £39,952,232, 
making a deficit of £9,094,207. 

‘A deputation waited on Lord Palmerston to illustrate the impolicy of Mr. 
Wilson's tariff in India, It was shown in one example, by patterns and 
calculations, that a piece of gray mull, when bleached at an additional cost 
of 4d,, had added to the price for the purpose of charging the duty not less 
than 2s, 9d., 10 per cent.ad wilorem duty being afterwards charged on 
that amount. 

Ain privileges of the book post have been extended to the colony of 
buan. 

The Bishop of Labuan had an interview with the Duke of Newcastle at 
the Colonial Office. Le is shortly to return, His lordship has been preach- 
ing in aid of the missions to Borneo, but we believe without much success.

PENINSULAR AND{ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION. 


The half-yearly meeting of this company was held on the 5th inst, at the 
offices, Leadenhull-street ; Mr. Willcox, M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. C, W. Howell, the secretary, read the report, which stated that the 
Massilia had been completed and brought into active service on the South- 
ampton and Alexandria line, where she had fully realized the expectations 
held out in former reports. The Nepaul was despatched via the Cape of 
Good Hope, on the 10th of February last, to take up her station on the 
Mauritius line, and arrived out after 8 remarkably short passage, delivering 
the first mail at Suez seventy-three days only after leaving Southampton. The 
China and Behar left Southampton on the 11th of May, to reinforce the fleet at 
Bombay for the service uf the company between that port and China, and would 
ghortly be followed by the Orissa and Ellora. ‘The report also stated that 
“ The confined cperations of the French and English Governments in the 
expedition to China have again led to the extensive employment of the com~ 
pany’s steamers in the transport of troops, the Oriental, Hindostux, and 
Pottinger being under charter to the Madras Government for this purpose, 
while the Granada, Azof, and Chusan have been engaged at Hong Kong,—= 
the Granada being for the use, it is understood, of the British Commander. 
in-Chief and his Staff, in moving from place to place. The Shanghai has 
also been chartered by the authorities of the French naval division. On the 
requisition of the Government at Calcutta, the Bentinck was offered either 
for charter or sale; the purchase was decided upon, and that vessel, there- 
fore, no longer appears on the list, The directors are happy to add that 
during the six months embraced in this report the very extensive operations 
now carried on by the company have not bern attenled with any casuilty of 
importance. The directors announced in their last report that, in conse- 
quence of their experience of the unsatisfactory working of the Australian 
line via Mauritius, they had proposed to the Government a trial of the route 
via Galle, with an addition of £25,000 per aunum to the subsidy. The 
ch.nge of route was agreed to, but as the colonies contributed one-half 
to the subsidy, that part of the question could not be dealt with w thout 
a reference to Australia, The local government of Melbourne trans- 
mitted to the Government of this country a proposal that a monthly 
line should be established between that port and Gaulle, in connec- 
tion with one of the company’s foitn-ghtly lines between Calcutta and Suez, 
oilering, at the same time, to take upon themselves the full half ot the neces- 
sa_y subsidy. which was estimated at £120,0U0 per annum. By the time 
this proposal reached England, further experience had made it fully man fest 
that the loss already incurred in working the Au-tralian contract would be 
permanent ; and the directors, acting on the prin.iple that the company 
canno: be expected to carry o:t a public service at a sacrifice, and that the 
shareholders have, on the other hand, a right to a fair profit om these opera 
tions, entered into communication with the Government, with the deter- 
mination either to obtain an incresse to the subsidy, or to abandon the 
contract. ‘The Lords «f the Treasury requested to be informed whether the 
directors had any alternative plan to propose, or wheth:r they intended to 
discontinue the service altogether. Upon this invitation the directors sub- 
mitted a proposal, upon the plan and terms suggest d by the loci Govern 
ment of Melbourne—pamely, a monthly line between that port, calling at 
King George’s Sound only, and Galle, for a subsidy of £120.00 per an- 
num. The official sunction of this alteration of the service was received in 
time to admit of the transmission, by the last muil, of instructions to the 
company's agent to discontinue the costly line to Suez forthuith, The new 
plan will consequently coms into operation next month, and the directors 
consider that there is a fair prosyect of its proving remunerative. Concur- 
rently with the change of route, the scale of passage money to and from 
Australia will be assis ilated to the rate per mile on which the charges on 
the East India and Chin: lines are calculated.” In reference to the increased 
coet of coals, the di-ectors state that the increase in expenditure extends not 
only to the fuel now being consumed in the navigation of the co. pany’s 
ships, but to the large stocks it is necessary to provide beforehand at all the 
large coaling stations. Owing to the extended operations, the company’s 
steamers now burn not less than 300,000 tons of coal annually, against 
200.000 tons two years ago, and the average cost at all the stations is 
51s. Td. in 1359-60, aga‘nst 40s, in 1858-9, The expenditure on coals 
alone is therefore augmented by Ile, 7d. on 200,000 tons, and by 
51s. 7d. on 100,000 tons (the inc:eased amount of the consu:uption), 
making in all £373,750 per annum. A general rise has also taken 
place in the price of provisions, and almost every article consumed in the 
outtit, repair, and navigation of the steamers. ‘[hese circumstances com- 
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bined have led the directors to consider whether it will not be necessary to 
revert to the rates of passage money and freight which existed before the 
last reduction in 1857 ; and also whether they can continue to carry on the 
present amount of postal service on the India and China lines for the subsidy 
now received. The mileage performed annually by the steam-vessels of the 
company in the conveyance of Her Majesty's mails was on nine lines 
£1,165,024 miles, the subsidy being at the rate of 4s, 6d. per mile ; but on 
the Suez and Sydney line via Galle, the returns from freight and passage 
money are so small as to throw the maintenance of the service almost en- 
tirely on the subsidy, which consequently shows a much higher rate per 
mile than the average of the others, the mileage on this route being for 
twelve voyages 208,848 miles, and the average rate of subsidy 17s. 2d. per 
mile, making the total mileage performed by the company’s steamers 
1,373,872 miles. The disbursements of the company now amount to up 
wards of £2,000,000 annually; and taking the sum shown at the last 
annual meeting--namely, £2,006,363, the cost of navigating the company’s 
ships and of carrying on the business is 29s. per mile; the difference 
between this sum and the amount of subsidy per mile (4s. 6d.) is very 
striking ; and when it is borne in mind that a receipt at the rate of not less 
than 26s. 6d. per mile has to be made up out of earnings in freight and pas- 
wage money to enable the company to pay a dividend of 7 per cent. only, it 
will be readily understood that the extra expenses, the strain upon the 
‘vessels, and other disadvantages which attend the constant and punctual 
performance of the obligations of the mail service, may not be adequately 
compensated at so trifling arate of subsidy. A call of £5 per share was made 
payable on the 1st of April last, and was responded to by the proprietors with 
their usual punctuality. Another instalment of £5 has also been called fr 
the 1st of July, which will leave £25 payable on each of the new shares, or 
£500,000 in all. The proceeds of these two calls will go in great measure 
to meet the purchase money and outfit of the vessels bought on entering upon 
the Australian service, and other expenses connected therewith. The opera- 
tions of the half-y-ar, so far as the gross receipts are concerned, are satisfactory ; 
but the disbursements have been unavoidably increased in a more than cor- 
responding ratio. The directors are, however, en bled to recommend that the 
usual dividend of 84 per cent, be declared for the half-year ending the 3lat 
of March last, and that payment of the same be made, clear of income-tax, 
on and after the 25th inst. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said he would o:ly 
make one or two observations. During the past half-year the company had 
rendered very valuable assistance to the Government, and had char-ered no 
less than seven of their vessels for the expedition to China. Of course, that 
would be done for a consideration, but the directors had given considerable 
‘assisiance to the authorities without seeking any return, He then read part 
‘of a letter from Admiral Hope, stationed at Hong Kong, in which the gallant 
admiral a-know edged the valuable assistance the company had given him there, 
stating that the company’s officers had also done everything they could to help. 
They had also forwarded from Suez a portion of a brigade 212 strong, 
with an Armstrong battery. The Government vessels not having arrived 
as expected, they were forwarded by the Precursor, and victualled for 
twenty-five days. They also supplied the Government vessels with coals 
when they arrived, and a vast number of stores, which had contributed to 
the comfort of the men. Their agent at Singapore had informed them that 
Admiral Hope had stated to the commander on that station “that it was 
Not too much to ray, that without the able assistance of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company it would have been impossible for part of the expedition 
to China to reach its destination at the time fixed.” He (the chairman) 
believed that the assistance they had rendered was well appreciated by the 
Government authorities. He then called attention to the increased cost ot 
coal, and stated that freights had risen considerably. The adoption of the 
Buperheating system was a perfect success, It would be a work of time to 
apply it to all their vessels. They could not spate their effective ships to 
lay up for a month for the purpose of having the superheating apparatus 
fitted to their machinery, or else it would have becn more extensively 
employed in their fleet. They had, however, sent out five sets of that 
apparatus to India to fit to any of their vessels that might be undergoing 
repairs, so as to carry the superheating system out as far as possible. He 
might mention that the Ceylon, running from Southampton to Alexandria, 
consumed, with the superheating apparatus, 500 tons of coals less than she 
did before it was applied. 

Mr. Bransell seconded the motion for the adoption of the report, and in so 
doing alluded to the vast services rendered by the company to the Govern- 
ment, India, Australia, and other colonies. 

The report was then unanimously adopted, 

Mr. Jack believed they had always done everything they could for the 
Government, but he thought the Government did nothing for them, When 
any new route was proposed the directors were asked to give all the informa- 
tion they could to the Government, and when that was obtained the latter 
endeavoured to get some one else to do the work. It appeared to him that 
the conduct of the directors must be gratifying to the country at large. 
(Hear.) He concluded by moving that a dividend of 84 per cent. for the 
six months ending the 31st of March last, clear of income-tax, be declared. 
He thought that satisfactory reasons had been given that the dividend 
should not be larger. 

‘The resolution was seconded and carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. Penny, seconded by Mr. Dakin, a vote of thanks 
‘was passed to the chairman and directors for their devotion to the interests 
of the company, and the meeting separated. 











PETITION TO THE LORDS AND COMMONS, ON HONG 
KONG ADOPTED BY THE NEWCASTLE FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS ASSOCIATION, MAY 31, 1860. 


That your petitioners are informed that Tam Achoy (a Chinaman, a noted 
resident ‘at Ho..g Kong). Captain Baker (an English subject), and a number 
of American and European sailors, recently made a piratical attack on the 
hinese village of Sun-ning, near Macao, in which three Europeans and a 
number of others were killed. 

That a steamer flying the British flag was chartered by Tam Achoy for 
this expedition. That on Tuesday, Feb. 21, of the present year, ‘Tam 
Achoy, Captain Baker, and others, who were engaged in fighting, were 





brought to trial before the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, charged with 
misdemeanour. That the accused pleaded guilty, but made affidavits, in 
which they put forward the fact, in mitigation of punishment, that before 
starting on their expedition they consulted the Government of the colony 
concerning it, through Mr. Caldwell, the Registrar-General and Protector of 
Chinese, and received no warning from the said Government to prevent 
their proposed expedition, That to the truth of this statement the Regise 
trar-General of Hong Kong himself bore witness, in an affidavit, which he 
also made. That in consequence no sentence was passed on Tam Achoy, 
Captain Baker, and the others. That the Acting Chief Justice, Mr. Adams, 
did withhold the above-mentioned affidavits, which had been read in open 
court, when application was made to him for them for the purpose of publi- 
cation. Thata newspaper at Hong Kong, the China Mutl, in reference to 
these circumstances, made, on Feb. 2, the following statement :— 

“That the expedition against Sunning was only the natural developmen 
of the system of attacking alleged pirate fleets and villages with Englis 
gun-boats on very insufficient information as to the real facts of the c.se, 
and of interfering with Chinese quarrels, which can be far better settled by 
the natives themselves. Mr. Caldwell was the official here best fitted to 
discriminate between pirates and others; yet even he had the almost in- 
credible stupidity to direct Captain Bythesea against Namtow becauss of 
acts committed by a junk in the legitimate action of the Chinese custome. 
The Namtow people came to Hong Kong, and engaged a lawyer to prosecute 
in this matter; but they must have been bought off, for when everything 
was clear before them, and legal opinion ia their favour, they suddenly left 
the place, and gave up the prosecution. 

«That in February, last year, a petition, signed by the mayor on behalf 
of a public meeting of the inhabitants of this town, was laid before your 
Right Honourable House, praying for justice in respect to conduct similar to 
that above recited on the part of the Registrar-General and other officials at 
Hong Kong. That in June of last year a petition to the same effect, signed. 
by the Mayor on behalf of another meeting of the inhabitants of this town, 
was presented to her Majesty, to which her Majeaty was graciously pleased 
to reply that she had ‘commanded the said petition to be referred for the 
consideration of the Secretary of State forthe Colonies.’ That in March of 
the present year, in return to an address of the Honourable House of Com- 
mons, a volume of official papers relating to Hong Kong was laid Lefore 
your Right Honourable House, which papers confirm to the fullest extent 
the statements contained in the above-mentinned petiticns. That, neverthe- 
less, no steps have been taken by your Right Honourable House to redress 
the grievances complained of; the consequence being the continuance of the 
custumary state of things at Hong Kong, as evinced by the circumstances of 
the above-mentioned trial for piracy of ‘Tam Achoy and Captain Baker. 

“ That your petitioners attribute this state of things to the conduct of the 
late and present Secretaries of State for the Colonies in neglecting her Ma- 
jesty’s commands to give consideration to the complaints of her Majesty's 
subjects ; and further, in upholding guilty officials, and punishing only their 
accusers, Your petitioners, therefore, humbly pray your Right Honourable 
House to inquire into the aforesaid conduct of the Colonial Office, and to 
take such steps as to your Right Honourable House may appear necessary 
to vindicate the honour of the Crown, and do justice. 

“And your petitioners will ever pray.”

THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 


The Waite Star troop-ship, announced in our last as engaged. 
for the conveyance of reinforcements to China, will sail in a few 
days with the following details :— 











1 captain, 1 subaltern, and 162 non-commissioned officers and men of the 
1st battalion 2nd Queen’s Royals, from Walmer ; 2 subalterns and 1 man of 
the 1st battalion 3:d Buffs, from Limerick; 1 captain, 2 subalterns, and 103 
non-commissioned officers and men of the 31st regiment. from Chatham ; 1 
captain, 1 subaltern, and 91 men of the 44th Regiment, from Colchester ; 3 
captains, 1 subaltern, and 192 men of all ranks of the 2nd battalion 60th 
Ritles, from Winchester ; 1 subaltern, and 102 men of the 67th Regiment 
from Athlone ; 2 captains, 2 subalterns, and 54 non-commissioned offi ers and 
men of the 87th Royal Irish Fusiliers, from Youghal ; 2 captains, 2 subal- 
terns, and 244 non-commissioned officers and men of the 99th Regiment, 
from Cork, giving a total of 22 officers and 949 non-commissione | officers and 
men. The 2nd Royals, 31st, 44th, and 60th Rifles are to embark at Dept- 
ford; and the 8rd Buffs, 67th, 87th Royal Irish Fusiliers, and 99th at 
Cork. The medical officers selected to proceed in charge of the above rein- 
forcements are Surg.-Major W. Howe, M.D., and Assist.Staff-Surgeon FT. 
M’Carthy, who will embark at Cork; and Staff-Assistant-Surgeon G. F. 
Spry, who embarks at Deptford. An armourer-sergeant will also proceed 
with the troops, 

The Torch, 4, screw, is reported to procced to the China sta- 
tion, but requires some confirmation. No further reinforcements 
have been announced, or vessels chartered, with the exception 
of engagements for the conveyance of stores and ammunition, 


which are being despatched almost weekly by sailing vessels. 








Her Majesty has been pleased to order that, in consequence of distia- 
guished services ‘performed by Captain Jermyn Charles Symonds, of the 
Royal Marine forces, while serving with the Reyal Marine brigade in China, 
that officer shall be restored to his original rank in the corps. Captain Sy- 
monds’s name has, consequently, been placed between those of Brevet-Major 
C.B. Rodney and Lieut.-Col. J. M. Wemyss. Captain Symonds was, we 
understand, unfortunately tried by a naval court-martial on some trifling 
charges some years back, while serving on board her Majesty’s ship Trin- 
comalze, in the West Indies, and hence his suspension of 1ank, to which he 
has now been restored. F 

Acting Sergeant-Major Woon, belonging to the lst battalion Royal Marine 
Infantry, was yesterday presented by Col. Stransham, commanding the divi- 
sion at Woolwich, with a gold watch and Albert chain, value 30 guineas, 
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subscribed by Col. Holloway, C.B., aid-decamp to the Queen, Col. Walsh, 
C.B., and the officera of the battalion late serving in China, in teatimony of 
their appreciation of his undaunted courge and bravery under the many 
circumstances to which he was exposed ‘rom the Chinese guns during the 
attack on the forts in the Peiho river. Sergeant-Major Woon, on his arrival 
in England, was presented with an annuity medal for good services by order 
of the Lords of the Admiralty. 


Lord Clyde will succeed the late Lord Strafford in the command of the 
Coldstream Guards. The two other vacant colonelcies will be filled by the 
appointment of Major Generals Maunsell and Monins, both officers of 
Peninsular service. 

The 200th anniversary of the formation of the First or Grenadier Regi- 
ment of Foot Guards was celebrated on Saturday +vening by a sumptuous 
festival, held in the Banquet-hall of St. James's Palace. 

The annual inspection of the Royal Marine Artillery at their head- 
quarters, Fort Cumberland, near Portsmouth, was concluded by # display of 
practice from mortars, guns, and rockets, such as is seldom witnessed in a 
single day. ‘

The following plan of defenco for Great Britain has been 
proposed by a correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette :— 

“In developing the military maritime power of a nation, the grand objects 
to be held st-adily in view are the formation of two nuclei; the one, which 
shall be the basis of an unlimited extension of its active power; the other, 
of its reserve, asthe exigencies o! the period may demand. 

“The bases on which these results can alone be attained in this country 


“Ist, The formation of a standing navy, never to be reduced beneath a 
fixed standard—whatever may be the temporary aspect of the political hori- 
zon—to which irregulars, or men enlisted for brief terms of service, can be 
attached, their numbers fluctuating with the exigencies of time and circum- 
stances. 

“2nd. The formation of a coast-guard or standing reserve under similar 
conditions, which should become the nucleus of whatever additional irre- 
gular reserves may be deemed requisite.” 

The minimum to which the permanent and available personnel of our 
navy can prudently be reduced, to enable the country to pursue a path of 
integrity and dignity, instead of periodie panic and expediency, whether we 
consider the vast navies arising around us, or the magnitude of the interests 
at stake, on wh:ch depends our very being asa nation, to say nothing of 
our extended colonies and commerce—is 100,000 men, exclusive of what- 
ever number of boys may be required to feed the standing navy. 

This permanent force should be organised in the following manner :— 
Fonr divisions of standing navy, 40.000 men; (boys, as requ red to meet 
demand, unlimited) ; irregulars attached to standing navy, say 20,000 men; 
one division of coast guard or standing reserve, 10,000 men ; irregulars at- 
tached to standing navy, say 20,000; Royal Marines (the back-bone of the 
service), 20,000 men.—Total available force to meet aggression or emer- 
gency, 110,000 men, 

The Army and Navy Gaztte has the following comments on 


the commissariat officers now in China :— 

“The English commissaries are armed with imperial authority; the 
Indian commissaries are nominated by the Indian Viceroy ; the former are 
inffpossession, but the latter bave the ear of the general. The former bear 
the Crimean brand on their downcast brows; the latter are radiant with 
Delhi and Lucknow successes. The former are civilians, with their noses 
on the war-office grindatone ; tMe latter have the prestige of military rank, 
and have a resource besides the commissariat, they can speak out without 
being utterly ruined by their rashness. The former have a deputy commis- 
sary-general at th-ir head, and claim the command ; the latter, though under 
‘an assistant commissary-general, conceive it derogatory to serve; and they, 
moreover, expect from India a commissary-general, who will unquestionabi 
be the senior; they may, nevertheless, be out-maneuvred, as the Britis! 
comm ssary holds the keys of the military chest from the treasury, and his 
appointment from the Minister for War. 

“In such jeopardy stand the prospects for the subsistence of the army. The 
Transport, as means by which the subsistence shall reach the army, is not 
without its little difficulties also, It appears that the Commissariat is to 
undertake its old duty of providing the entire transport—a duty temporarily 
usurped by the Land Transport corps in the Crimea. This corps is repre- 
sented in China by the Military Train, a cavalry corps, which fights after 
the ancient British fashion, from their chariots ; by the Chinese Coolie corps, 
some 3,000 or 4,000 strong, biped beasts of burden of incomparable value ; 
and some 3,000 or 4,000 pack-ponies, rough and ragged, collected on the 
coast of China, Japan, and the Straits, for Commissariat stores and baggage. 
These splendid troopers, with their dragoon officers; these funny, nonde- 
script, but efficient coolies, under officers of the Madras army ; and this tag- 
rag and bob-tail of pack-ponies, are all to be indiscriminately dammed up in 
aheap, and to be put somehow under the Commissariat. Such are the pri- 
mary discordant elements with which the military machine in China is to be 
kept going, and discordant as they are, wenevertieless fondly hope they may 
answer somehow,

With 
a capital of £100,000 in £10 shares it is proposed to work the 
coal mines which have long been known to exist in that pos- 
session. The company obtain the concession, with all its rights, 
from the Eastern Archipelago Company, which amount to an 
exclusive grant to work the entire coal on the island, and the 
existing plant and machinery for 2,500 paid-up shares ; and the 

i are not to receive any remuneration until the share-

holders are paid 10 per cent. per annum from bona fide profits, 
and then it is to be 10 per cent. on the net profits. The 
directors of the company are Sir James Elphinstone, W. P. 
James, T. Mackenzie, W. Miller, M.P., the Hon. W. Napier, W. 
‘W. Cargill, and E. Price. Agents in Singapore, Messrs. Middle- 
‘ton, Harrison and Co. Mr. Smith estimates the cost of 
raising the coal, and placing it on board ship at Labuan at 
5s. per ton, Mr. Robert Coulson, a practical English coal 
miner, who has resided on the island, has offered to work the 
mines by contract, and to put the coal on board ship at 6s. 9d. 
per ton, all charges included, on condition that the company 
find plant and machinery. Taking the latter price (6s. 9d. por 
ton) and adding 3s. 3d. for agency, management, &c., the cost 
of the coal on board ship at Labuan would stand the company 
10s. per ton. Assuming even 14s. per ton for freight to Singa- 
pore —a distance of only 700 miles—the cost of the Labuan 
coal, when delivered at that port, would be 24s. per ton against 
60s., the present price there of English coal equal in quality ; 
and it is estimated that, when the company is fairly at work, it 
could easily raise and dispose of 100,000 tons of coal annually, 
which rates, after making ample allowances for all contingencies, 
leave a large margin for profit. The directors have secured the 
services of Mr. John McLaren, a practical engineer, whose expe- 
rience of machinery, and in the management of great works in 
the East, eminently qualify him for the important charge com- 
mitted to his trust, and who proceeds forthwith to Labuan. 

The half-yearly meeting of the P. and 0, Company was held 
on the 5th inst. and a dividend of 3} per cent. declared. A 
full report will be found in another column. 

A meeting ofthe East India CoalCompany was held5th inst., 
Mr. H. Haymen in the chair. The report stated that on the 
collieries at present at work 1,019 tons of coal wore raised in 
the fortnight ending the 31st of March, exclusive of rubble 
goal, 

A company is said to be in course of formation, to be called 
the London and Oriental Steam Company, for a line to India 
via the Cape by vessels to perform the service with regularity 
in forty-five days. The contemplated steamers are of 6,000 tons 
register and 1,200-horse power, and among the points urged 
for the necessity of the route are the increased accommodation 
that will be required for the army passenger traffic under the 
new regulations respecting the number and description of 
troops to be henceforthfemployed in India, and the importance 
of having an efficient alternative means of communication for 
mails, merchandise, stores, and passengers, military or civil, in 
case of any contingency that might interfere with the Egyptian 
transit. 

A scheme is reported to be on foot to raise £2,500,000 under 
a French guarantee of 5 per cent. for the construction in this 
country of ten vessels, each of about 6,000 registered or 10,000 
builders’ tonnage, to be ultimately employed as a stcam line 
from France to the East. Nothing is said about the intended 
stations of the proposed route, but it may be assumed it would 
extend to Cochin China, and also include the new territory just 
ceded to the Emperor by the King of Abyssinia. 

RED SEA CABLE, 

No communications have been received through this line since 
our last, and the advocates of the Euphrates valley route are 
now rising up in judgment against the Red Sca line, and con- 
sidering that we are now launched on a China war, it is par- 
ticularly unfortunate that we have no telegraphic communica- 
tion in readiness, at least half way. The laying of the Rangoon 
and Singapore cable, as announced in our last, is postponed until 
February. The vessels for conveying the same are to be ready 
in October. 

The exports to China from Ist Jan. to 30th April are as 
follows :—Cottons, £1,190,624 ; cotton yarn, £188,931 ; lead, 
£21,994 ; woollens, £189,564; worsted stuffs, £1 i 
Total, £1,768,798 ; for 1858 the amount was £741,288 ;
